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Mars Landscape Resembles Arizona 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - Viking I made 


America's first Mars landing look easy, dropping 
down safety Tuesday on a boulder-strewn plain and 
sending back stunningly sharp pictures of a 
landscape resembling the Southwestern desert 


No Martian creatures were seen stirring among 


the boulders and dunes. Nor had they been 
expected, though Mars has often been thought of 
by earthlings as the planet most likely to harbor 
life. 


The robot laboratory that will continue a search 


for Martian life seemed absolutely intact after 
settling to the plain among boulders that might 
have been large enough to wreck the lander. 


It was the first successful soft touchdown on 


Mars in history. The trouble-free landing and the 
startling photographic detail of light and dark 
rocks, sand dunes and a stark horizon left scientists 
trembling with emotion. 


"There are tears in my eyes, my heart is beating 


fast ... It's mind boggling," said Noel Hhiners, 
associate administrator of the nation's space agen- 
cy. 


By coincidence, it was the seventh anniversary of 


another space milestone — thexday man first 
walked on the moon. 


As television monitors at the Jet Propulsion 


Laboratory reproduced, one line at a time, Viking's 
first panoramic picture of the landscape, imaging 
team leader Thomas Mutch exclaimed, "Oh gosh, 
that's just lovely ... You can almost imagine 
yourself walking right out there!" 


The pictures traveled 2!3~million miles and — 


even at the speed of light, 186,000 miles per second 
— took 19 minutes to reach earth. 


The landing site was on the western slope of a 


low-lying plain called Chryse. One scientist said 
that the picture showed it to be very much like the 
deserts of southern Arizona and northern Mexico. 


Like those desert areas, said Dr. Alan Binder, the 


site appears to be the scene of an ancient lava flow 
later eroded by wind or perhaps water action. 


Some of the boulders scattered around could have 
been flung about when meteorites slammed into 
the surface, be said. 


Binder and other members of the lander 


"imaging" team said there was no dear evidence 
that water had ever flowed at the landing site, but 
they said it was possible. They said there were 
strong indications that winds had moved the soil, 
about, in some cases piling up sand in the lee of 
rocks. 


But in eight days, a telescopic arm is to reach out 


and grab a claw full of Martian soil to be deposited 
in three life-detecting experiments aboard the 
1,300-pound lander. 


On Mars, the squat three-legged craft weighs 


about 450 pounds because the planet's gravity is' 
weaker than earth's. 


If any tiny organisms are living in the soil, the 


experiments are believed capable of finding them. 


Carl Sagan of Cornell University, one of the best- 


known advocates of searching for extraterrestrial 
life, called the terrain a "neat surface. 


"It's just tremendously exciting, especially after 


a series of Soviet failures," said Sagan, a member 
of the lander photography team. "Mars is a very 
tough place to land. I suspect Mars win- be suf- 
ficiently interesting to hold our interest." 


The Soviets have landed two spacecraft on Mars 


but both ceased functioning shortly after arrival 


Viking, the'first of two unmanned American 


spacecrafts scheduled for Mars' landings this 
summer, blasted off on the historic mission 11 
months ago. 


The crucial last leg of its journey began early 


Tuesday morning when it parted company with the 
mother ship that had carried it into orbit around 
Mars a month ago. 


A computer aboard the lander guided it through 


the complicated descent sequence. As it entered 
the Martian atmosphere, it was traveling about 10,- 
000 miles per hour, but a parachute and braking 
rockets slowed it to a mere 5.5 m.p.h. as it dropped

to the surface at 6:53 a.m. CDT. 


When signals reached earth 19 minutes later, a 


flight commentator cried, "We have touchdown! 
We have touchdown!" 


Officials and mission controllers whooped, 


cheered and hugged each other, with the wannest 
applause reserved for Jim Martin, the burly project 
manager with a misty look in his eyes. 


"I just want to say this is the happiest time of my 


life," he declared. He praised the thousands of per- 
sons involved in the eight-year project and noted 
with a touch of irony, "Some of those people 
probably don't work in space anymore — they 
probably got laid off." 


Resident Ford called to offer his congratulations 


to Martin and NASA Administrator James 
Fletcher. 


The Chryse landing site was the third target for 


"Viking. Two others, including the original one on 
another part of the Chryse plain, were rejected 
because on closer inspection they appeared 
dangerously rough. 


Before the landing, theorbiting Viking command 


ship had taken photos that suggested the final site 
might be covered with material swept from 
highland plateaus by long-vanished streams. If so, 
scientists said, the lander might find exotic 
minerals like gold and platinum there. 


Inorganic analysis instruments on the lander will 


be used to determine the composition of the soil.

The panoramic landscape picture showed dark 


shadows cast by the lander and boulders hi the late 
afternoon sun. It was about 4 p.m. Mars time when 
Viking touched down. The shadows accentuated 
the scattering of boulders and made the dark ones 
appear almost like clumps of desert shrubs in the 
distance. 


Parts of the squat lander's superstructure could 


be dearly seen in the foreground of the panorama. 
All the equipment looked undamaged, and a 
meteorology boom for sampling Martian weather1 
appeared to have properly swung into an upright 
position . 


"It just looks like a perfect set-down," said 


Mutch.

Pre-school programs for handicapped 


students are now officially a part of the 
Lincoln Public Schools curriculum. 


Adoption of a policy statement regar- 


ding such programs officially ends 
rumors that current programs for the 
handicapped in the schools will be discon- 
tinued, and speculation that the age limit 
for participation in programs will be 
lowered. 


According to the statement, the 


minimum age for entry Mo thfrprograms 
will be age 3, a change from the original 
policy which followed state guidelines un- 
der LB403, which establish age 5 as the 
minimum- for school responsibility. 
Students who are acoustically, 
orthopedically and visually handicapped 
will be served. 


A lower age had been sought by parents 


of students under age five who stressed 
the nationally accepted importance of 
pre-school programs, 
superintendent 


John Prasch said. The policy statement 
grew out of a meeting with many of these 


parents, as well as others involved in the 
school's programs, he added. 


Prasch said that it is "our intention 


that we not turn anyone who qualifies for 
the programs away." The comment came 
in response to a remark by board member 
Jo Ann Maxey that publicity might bring 
in more students than originally 
expected.

A problem which will have to be ironed 


out with the State Department of Educa- 
tion is the desire of the agencies which 
currently serve the handicapped to have 
programs funded on a yearly, basis. The 
school programs would be funded for 
only 180 school days, Prasch said. 


"Parents will be caught in the middle 


this year" when many of them are billed 
for services after July 1, the date when 
funding from the Lincoln Office of Men- 
tal Retardation (LOMR) ceased, he 
added. 


Prasch said the state will probably 


adopt a better funding approach and 
federal monies will probably become 
available as the matter gains nationwide 
attention.

They Wanted Less Moneyj

Three local men got what they 


asked for — less money than their 
bosses wanted to give them in raises. 


The unusual negotiation session 


took place during an off-the-record 
executive session of the Southeast 
Nebraska Technical Community 
College (SeTech) board meeting last 
month. 


The session was anything but 


typical. 


Instead of asking for hefty raises, 


the top college administrators pleaded 
for less in raises. 


Dr. Robert Eicher, area president, 


recommended ?2,000 increases for the 
Milford and Lincoln campus directors, 


Robert Klabenes and David Buettner. 


But Eicher told the board that the 


men did not really want that much. 
They felt the amount was out of line 
with total dollar increases their 
employes would probably be getting 
and would create morale problems. 


The board reluctantly agreed to 


reduce the raises to $1,800 each. 


With Eicher out of the room, the 


board then decided to grant the area 
president, currently making 130,000, a 
$2,000 increase. 
, 


"Too much," said Eicher, when he 


returned. 


"Well, what would you take?" 


board members asked. 


"Maybe $1,500, but even that is a lit- 


tle high," Eicher replied. 


The board balked and compromised 


on an ?1,800 figure. 


"My wife may kill me when she 


finds out what I'm doing," Eicher 
joked. 


"This whole discussion is in- 


credible," said board member Gary 
Carstens, shaking his head in disbelief. 


The board officially voted the salary 


increases during budget approval 
Tuesady. 


The $30,000 salary for Eicher, $23,- 


000 for Buettner and $21,000 (plus free 
housing) for Klabenes are increases 
ranging from 6.1% for Eicher to 8% 
for Buettner. 


Salary increases for SeTech 


employes range from less than 3% to 
15%, but averaged around 8%.

The Southeast Nebraska Technical 


Community College Board approved 
Tuesday the lease of the old Pershing 
college campus in Beatrice and 
okayed a budget for the upcoming 
year that is 12% larger than last year 
but will not require a mill levy in- 
crease. 


The Pershing campus will be used 


as an adult education facility, starting 
in September. The land and buildings 
were acquired "by the SeTech Founda- 
tion last week, which borrowed $60,- 
000 to buy the campus from the 
University of Nebraska Foundation. 


The SeTech board voted to lease 


the campus for 10 years. It elected not 
to be responsible for the upkeep of 
two dormitory buildings that were 
deemed unsuitable for either 
classroom or office space. The founda- 
tion will be responsible for those two 
buildings. 


This action by the board ends a long 


dispute between the communities of 
Fairbury and Beatrice over whether 
SeTech should acquire Pershing. Fair- 
bury-residents were concerned that 
the SeTech campus in that town would 
be shut down if Pershing were 
.acquired. Beatrice residents wanted to 
see the buildings, which have sat idle 
for four years, be put to use. 


Fairbury resistance to the move 


died hard Tuesday as Ted Doyle, 
board member from Fairbury, in- 
troduced a motion to have the voters 
decide if they wanted such action. 
Doyle's motion was ruled out of order 
because the board has no power to call 
for a referendum. 


The board also approved a $6.3 


million budget for fiscal year 1976-77. 
The budget is a 12% increase from last 
year's $5.6 million budget 


The higher budget wjjl not increase 


the mill levy for 15-county college 
area. An assessment of L35 mills will 
be needed for operating expenses, and 


another one-mill will be used for 
capital improvements. 


Included in the budget increases are 


higher salaries for SeTech staff and 
faculty. The average increase is about 
7.9%. The board approved all 
recommended salary schedules. 


The board caught some flak from 


Orvis Wall, president of the faculty 
association, during discussions of the 
salary recommendations. 


"There has been no effort in trying 


to equalize pay among the faculty on 
the different campuses," Wall said. 
"This really aggravates the instruc- 
tors." 


Robert Wekesser, board chairman, 


told Wall that salaries were based on 
teaching ability, not necessarily on 
degrees and the amount of. time as a 
teacher. 


The faculty association has a peti- 


tion pending in the Court of Industrial 
Relations to require the SeTech board 
to negotiate teaching salaries with the 
faculty association.

Th e y Wa n te d Less Mo n e y!

Three local men got what they 
asked for — less money than their 
bosses wanted to giv e them in raises. 
The u nu su al negotiation session 
took p lace d u ring an off-the-record 
ex ecu tiv e session of the Sou theast 
Nebraska Technical Commu nity 
College (SeTech) board meeting last 
month. 
The session was any thing bu t 
ty p ical. 
Instead of asking for hefty raises, 
the top college ad ministrators p lead ed 
for less in raises. 
Dr. Robert Eicher, area p resid ent, 
recommend ed $2,000 increases for the 
Milford and Lincoln camp u s d irectors, 


Robert Klabenes and Dav id Bu ettner. 
Bu t Eicher told the board that the 
men d id not really want that mu ch. 
They felt the amou nt was ou t of line 
with total d ollar increases their 
emp loy es wou ld p robably be getting 
and wou ld create morale p roblems. 
The board relu ctantly agreed to 
red u ce the raises to $1,800 each. 
With Eicher ou t of the room, the 
board then d ecid ed to grant the area 
p resid ent, cu rrently making $30,000, a 
$2,000 increase. 
"Too mu ch,” said Eicher. when he 
retu rned . 
“Well, what wou ld y ou take?” 
board members asked . 
“May be $1,500, bu t ev en that is a lit­ 
tle high," Eicher rep lied . 


The board balked and comp romised 
on an $1,800 figu re. 
“My wife may kill me when she 
find s ou t what I’m d oing," Eicher 
joked . 
“ This whole d iscu ssion is in­ 
cred ible," said board member Gary 
Carstens, shaking his head in d isbelief. 
The board officially v oted the salary 
increases d u ring bu d get ap p rov al 
Tu esad y . 
The $30,000 salary for Eicher, $23,- 
000 for Bu ettner and $21,000 (p lu s free 
hou sing) for Klabenes are increases 
ranging from 6.1% for Eicher to 8% 
for Bu ettner 
Salary increases for SeTech 
emp loy es range from less than 3% to 
15%, bu t av eraged arou nd 8%.

The Sou theast Nebraska Technical 
Commu nity College Board ap p rov ed 
Tu esd ay the lease of the old Pershing 
college camp u s in Beatrice and 
okay ed a bu d get for the u p coming 
y ear that is 12% larger than last y ear 
bu t will not req u ire a mill lev y in­ 
crease 
The Pershing camp u s will be u sed 
as an ad u lt ed u cation facility starting 
m Sep tember. The land and bu ild ings 
were acq u ired by the SeTech Fou nd a­ 
tion last week, which borrowed $60,- 
000 to bu y the camp u s from the 
Univ ersity of Nebraska Fou nd ation. 
The SeTech board v oted to lease 
the camp u s for 10 y ears. It elected not 
to be resp onsible for the u p keep of 
two d ormitory bu ild ings that were 
d eem ed u nsu itab le for e ith e r 
classroom or office sp ace The fou nd a­ 
tion will be resp onsible for those two 
bu ild ings. 
This action by the board end s a long 


d isp u te between the commu nities of 
Fairbu ry and Beatrice ov er whether 
SeTech shou ld acq u ire Pershing Fair­ 
bu ry resid ents were concerned that 
the SeTech camp u s in that town wou ld 
be shu t d own if Pershing were 
acq u ired . Beatrice resid ents wanted to 
see the bu ild ings, which hav e sat id le 
for fou r y ears, be p u t to u se. 


Fairbu ry resistance to the mov e 
d ied hard Tu esd ay as Ted Doy le, 
board member from Fairbu ry . in­ 
trod u ced a motion to hav e the v oters 
d ecid e if they wanted su ch action. 
Doy le s motion was ru led ou t of ord er 
becau se the board has no p ower to call 
for a referend u m. 


The board also ap p rov ed a $6 3 
million bu d get for fiscal y ear 1976-77, 
The bu d get is a 12% increase from last 
y ear's $5 6 million bu d get. 
The higher bu d get will not increase 
the mill lev y for 15-cou nty college 
area. An assessment of 1.35 mills will

that began FYid ay night "The robbery 
of the centu ry " and estimated the 
hau l in the weekend robbery at 
between $8 million and $10 million 
Abou t $7 4 million was stolen in the 
Great Tram Robbery at Ched d ington, 
England , in 1963, and nearly $2 8 
million in cash, checks, money ord ers 
and secu rities was taken m the 1950 
Brink’s hold u p at Boston. 
The Nice bank thiev es tu nneled into 
the v au lt at this French Riv iera city 
Frid ay night and left by the same 
rou te. A bank emp loy e d iscov ered the 
robbery Mond ay bu t it was kep t secret 
u ntil Tu esd ay . 
The bank, a branch of Societe 
Generate, offered no figu re of its own 
for the loss from hu nd red s of d ep osit 
box es bu t said the p olice estimate was 
too high. 
The bank closed its d oors at noon 
Tu esd ay becau se of an onslau ght of 
enraged cu stomers d emand ing to 
know why the bank was u ngu ard ed 
ov er the weekend and why the bu rglar 
alu m d id n’t go off 


Police Commissioner Jacq u es 
Besson said there was no alarm 
sy stem in the v au lt becau se the bank 
management thou ght the thick metal 
p rotecting the strong box es was su f­ 
ficient. lie said the bank had been 
p lanning to install an alarm “in the 
near fu tu re " 
Bank officials attemp ted to calm the 
cu stomers by setting u p booths ou t­ 
sid e the bank manned by emp loy es 
with lists of the nfled box es, bu t the 
crowd wou ld not be soothed and 
stay ed on into the ev ening, shou ting 
ep ithets. Some broke d own and wep t. 
The thiev es, who scrawled a p eace 
sigi and the slogan “neither gu ns, 
v iolence, nor hate” on the v au lt wall 
before d ep arting, were p rep ared for 
the job. The tu nnel they d u g branched 
off from a sewer main that cou ld be 
entered from a mu nicip al p arking gar­ 
age and was 25 feet long, su e feet high 
and eq u ip p ed with electric lights and 
v entilation 
They brou ght a small p antry with 
them, stocked with wine, mineral 
water, canned good s, sou p and bread , 
a p ortable camp stov e and six chairs. 
For d iv ersion, the thiev es p inned p or­ 
nograp hic p hotograp hs to the v au lt’s 
wall. 
Their p rofessional eq u ip ment also 
was imp ressiv e: hy d rau lic jacks and 
six acety lene torch» to cu t throu gh 
the foot-thick v au lt wall, bottled gas 


to fu el the torches, six bolt cu tters; su e 
p airs of ru bber glov es and goggles. 


Bu nk officials estimated that 400 
safe-d ep osit box es were cracked and 
emp tied in the v au lt, and six more u p ­ 
stairs hold ing abou t $2 million in 
receip ts from Nice's biggest stores and 
su p ermarkets. 


They said the thiev es left behind 
loose change, nonne gotia b le 
se c u ritie s, som e jew elry and 
silv erware d ep osited for safekeep ing 
by some of the Riv iera's wealthiest 
families. 


Night watchmen said they mad e 
regu lar rou nd s ov er the weekend bu t 
noticed nothing u nu su al going on. 
Police sp ecu lated the thiev es mu st 
hav e known the watchmen’s sched u le 
and stop p ed working whenev er they 
came by . 


As for how the thiev es got in and ou t 
of the tu nnel so close to p olice 
head q u arters, one theory was that 
they worked from an u nd ergrou nd 
p u blic garage that had a t o lead ing 
to the sewer mam, which in tu rn con­ 
nected with the thiev es' tu nnel. 


The bu rglars also weld ed the v au lt 
d oors shu t before leav ing to giv e them 
more escap e tu ne. As it tu rned ou t, it 
wa» nt necessary ,

International Cooperation 
Sharpens 'Eyes' Of Man

Pasadena, Calif. — Radio astronomers in 


Maryland, California, Australia and the Soviet 
Union have banded together to form an observing 
system as wide as the earth. It is capable of deter- 
mining the angular width of objects as narrow as 
a human hair 100 miles away. 


The system has already been used to chart 


small regions of intense microwave radiation in 
two distant clouds of dust and gas where new 
stars and planets appear to be forming. In one of 
the clouds there seem to be more than 100 such 
regions, each only 50 million to a few hundred 
million miles wide — very small on an 
astronomical scale. 


The method used, known as long baseline in- 


terferometry, consists of simultaneously obser- 
ving a source of radio emissions from two or 
more stations and determining the timetable of 
each recording with hydrogen clocks accurate to 
one second in a million years. 


That is considerably more accurate than the 


cesium clocks used in earlier observations of this 
sort. In both cases the vibration rates of the 
atoms serve as the timekeeper. 


- The recordinp are then "played" against one 


another, the extent to which the converging 
waves "interfere" with each other determining 
the angular width of the source. 


The observations are described in a report 


issued for release Tuesday by the Naval Research 
Laboratory. They were made at a wavelength of 
1.34 centimeters with the laboratory's dish- 
shaped antenna 85 feet in diameter at Maryland 
Point in Maryland, the 130-foot dish of the 
California Insmute of Technology at Owens 
Valley, the 210-foot antenna of the .National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration at Tidbin- 


billa, Australia, and the 72-foot dish of the Cri- 
mean Astrophysical Observatory at Semeiz in the 
Soviet Union. 


Only two or three of these stations could 


observe the targets under study at any one time. 
The Maryland-Tidbinbilk separation almost 
equals the earth's diameter. 


Both of the target areas studied lie within the 


constellation Aquila and are known as radio 
sources W49M and W51. 


The observed emissions are generated by 


clouds of water vapor that act in the manner of a 
maser, generating signals of great intensity. A 
maser functions in much the same manner as the 
laser, but at microwave frequencies rather than 
those of visible light. Some energy source, as 
from a newly forming star, "pumps the water 
molecules to an energetic state. When stimulated 
by a microwave at their critical frequency, they 
then dump this energy in a cascade of similar 
microwaves. 


These "masering" objects are so bright at 


their characteristic wavelengths that, although 
relatively small, very distant and immersed in 
visually opaque clouds, their structure and 
changeable behavior can be studied in detail with 
the multiple antenna systems. Those in W49M, 
possibly more than 100 in number, are clustered 
into eight or ten clumps, implying that several 
solar systems are forming there. 


The role of these water-rich objects in this

Kenneth J. Johnston of the Naval Research 
Laboratory, they appear to be flying out from 
central regions where the stars are being born.

Search For Busnapers 
Cpncenfrafes In Mountains 
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LIVERMORE^Calif. (AP) - 


Authorities concentrated their 
search for the kidnapers of 26 
Chowchilla school children in 
the Santa Guz Mountains area 
on Tuesday after discovering 
that the kidnapers had been 
there both before and after the 
mass abduction. 


And another lead was un- 


earthed when the makeshift un- 
derground prison which held the 
captives was dug up. Law of- 
ficials found that the moving van 
the kidnapers had buried was 
purchased last Nov. 20 from 
Palo Alto Transfer and Storage 
Co. 
. 


The Fresno Bee reported 


Tuesday that the purchaser has a 
close connection to the quarry 
where the 26 children and their 
bus driver were held. 


The newspaper quoted a 


source who said as many as eight 
persons may have been involved 
in the abduction. 


"One of the abductors was 


someone who had access to the 
quarry and who could use the 
equipment to dig the hole 
without his presence being 


questioned," the source was 
quoted as saying. 


But one quarry worker, 


Richard "Butch" Kelley said, "I 
suppose it's possible" that 
someone could have entered the 
large quarry and used equip- 
ment there to bury a van when 
workers weren't on duty. 


The bus driver visited the site 


Monday to see if be could find 
anything which would give him 
fresh memories of the ordeal, 
but deputies said the visit did 
not provide new clues.

Alameda County aeriff Tom 


Houchins said the Santa Cruz 
Mountains area became 
"possibly significant" because 
clothing taken from' the bus 
driver by the kidnapers was 
found" near Saratoga and'two 
vans used in the abduction had 
been registered in nearby Los 
Gates.

divorcee, fell asleep Wednesday and died. She 
rolled off her bed onto the floor nest to a crib oc- 
cupied by Angela. 


Michelle, doing as she had seen her mother 


do, tried to give the baby milk from a water glass, 
apparently without much success. The baby hung 
on for three days before dying. 


Neighbors noticed that the air conditioner 


wasn't running on the Pacified trailer — with 
outside temperatures in the 90s — but otherwise 
saw nothing out of the ordinary and heard no 
screams from the children. 


Much of what happened might be locked up 


in Michelle's memory forever, Pizzo said. 


"She had no concept about the actual state of 


affairs. Several times she said 'yes' no matter 
what I asked her. I finally asked her preposterous 
questions — 'can you fly?' and she said 'yes:'"' 


Pizzo said Michelle told him she kept going to 


the refrigerator and cupboard to feed herself and 
Angela. She got cereal and milk. 


"There was a lot of milk spilled," he said. 
Pizzo said that because of the decomposed 


state of the mother's body "I don't think we'll 
ever find out how she died." . 


Police ruled out foul play. 
"Suicide is always a possibility In this age

Ne w Hope For Oly mpic s Re s ts With Athle te s 


Con tin u in g reportin g by a New York 
Times team of writers on federal tax law 
procedu res in the Con g ress in v okes n othin g 
better than resig n ation on the part of most 
citizen s of the cou n try . In on e su ch article, 
Nebraska’s Sen ator Carl T. Cu rtis was 
sin g led ou t as on e member of the Sen ate 
Fin an ce Committee who has assisted in 
seekin g a tax law chan g e of ben efit to n o 
on e bu t to vg wealthy Californ ian s. 
The Cajfforru a g rou p sou g ht to retain 
tax protection for the foreig n tru st ac­ 
cou n ts established for their children . They 
retain ed an attorn ey who kn ew Cu rtis an d 
the attorn ey su cceeded in g ettin g Cu rtis to 
propose the amen dmen t that wou ld 
prov ide the tax protection the Californ ian s 
wan ted for Iheir in v estmen t. 
In the way of thin g s as they are in 
Washin g ton an d the n atu re of ou r n ation 's 
tax laws, it can n ot be said that Cu rtis did 
an y thin g wfron g He did for a few citizen s 
what seemed to him to be a simple matter 
of ju stice. Man y other sen ators hav e don e 
ju st abou t the same thin g an d su ch action s 
are widely defen ded in the Sen ate. 
Bu t these action s are proper an d 
defen ded on ly from what we con sider to be 
a perv erted sen se of ju stice, of rig ht an d 
wron g . Thu s, we do n ot n ecessarily con ­ 
demn Sen ator Cu rtis, althou g h his action s 
are certain ly n ot lau dable. What we do con ­ 
demn is the sy stem. 


That sy stem is a tax law an d 
procedu res for chan g in g it that n o on e in 
the en tire n ation totally u n derstan ds. While 


what Sen ator Cu rtis did was n ot wron g , 
taken in the con tex t of ev ery thin g , it 
probably shou ld hav e been wron g . 
Why , for in stan ce, shou ld an y on e be 
allowed to sav e tax es by creatin g a foreig n 
tru st for their children ? An d if a tax pay er 
happen s to lose that ben efit du e to an u n ­ 
timely chan g e in the law, why is it simple 
ju stice to en act a special amen dmen t that 
ex ten ds the ben efit to the so-called in ju red 
party ? 
The Tim es article n oted th a t 
“ju stifiable or n ot, the special (tax ) 
prov ision s hav e mu ch in common . Nearly 
all of them ben efit well-con n ected person s, 
compan ies or in du stries.” 
An d that is the poin t bein g made by a 
lot of av erag e citizen s today — that the 
g ov ern men t is u n respon siv e to them, that 
on ly the powerfu l can make themselv es 
heard. The tax laws an d the matter of 
special* prov ision s for small g rou ps or in ­ 
div idu als are a g larin g ex ample of this. 
If the av erag e citizen ex perien ces an 
in ju stice in the pay men t of tax es, there is 
little he can do bu t swallow it. If, by acci­ 
den t, he ru n s a little afou l of the law an d 
loses mon ey to Un cle Sam in the process, 
his on ly recou rse is to take it on the chin . 
Bey on d that, the n ation ’s tax laws are 
simply loaded with ben efits for the wealthy 
while the av erag e workin g man carries the 
big load of su pportin g the federal g ov ern ­ 
men t an d his state. It’s the kin d of thin g 
people wan t chan g ed an d they will be 
lookin g in the fall election s for can didates 
who offer an y promise of su ch chan g e. 


Give Milk To Sta te 


We fin d it in credible, as did State 
Ag ricu ltu ral Director Glen n Kreu scher, 
that the city of Lin coln wou ld fav or hig her 
tax es for Lan caster Cou n ty milk in spec­ 
tion s that the state is wUlin g to do on the 
basis of cu rren t charg es. Bu t the Lin coln 
City Cou n cil wou ld rather raise the fees on 
local milk produ cers than hav e the state do 
the job. 
No matter; Kreu scher has said he will 
n ow can cd the con tract for Lan caster 
Cou n ty Health Departmen t milk in spec­ 
tion s an d hav e his own departmen t do the 
job. As a resu lt, the city an d cou n ty can 
elimin ate, n ex t y ear, the $70,000 it ap­ 
propriated for doin g this job. 
Some cou n cil members said they 
fav ored the appropriation becau se the 
cou n ty 's state sen ators hav e said they 
wou ld work in the n ex t session of the 


the s ma ll s oc ie ty 


Leg islatu re for hig her milk produ cer fees. 
Ag ain , that is a completely ridicu lou s posi­ 
tion . 
On e Cou n cil member, Richard Baker, 
said the issu e was on e of retain in g local 
con trol. That is a costly ideolog ical position 
for which there is n o reason able su pport. 


With Kreu scher’s departmen t already 
doin g this job in man y areas, where is the 
ev il in doin g the same thin g in Lan caster 
Cou n ty ? Of cou rse, there isn 't an y ev il an d 
we are delig hted that Kreu scher has the 
g ood sen se to do for the people of Lan ­ 
caster what their own elected officials 
refu sed to do for them. 


An d we wou ld be amazed if milk 
produ cers preferred to pay more for the 
sake of cou n ty rather than state in spec­ 
tion s.

Ju n e 7. In Table 1 of his report, Mr Michaels showed the actu al 
or u pdated electric power costs for the period of September, 
1975, throu g h Au g u st, 1976, to be $23,208 ,000 as compared with 
$22,505,000 as u sed in the base for the in creased rates-as ap­ 
prov ed by the Cou n cil in December, 1975. This, he said, 
represen ted a power cost in crease of $703,000 for the period 
When 1 poin ted ou t to Mr Michaels the fact that LES had 
reported to the LES Board an d the Cou n cil in December, 1975, 
the estimated power costs for the period to be $23,716,458 , or 
some $508 ,458 more than the estimated costs for the period as

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New Hope For Olympics Rests With Athletes 


Continuing reporting by a New York 


Times team of writers on federal tax law 
procedures in the Congress invokes nothing 
better than resignation on the part of most 
citizens of the country. In one such article, 
Nebraska's Senator Carl T. Curtis was 
singled out as one member of the Senate 
Finance Committee who has assisted in 
seeking ape law change of benefit to no 
one but fourjvealthy Californians. ' 


The Cagjornia group sought to retain 


tax protection for the foreign trust ac- 
counts established for their children. They 
retained an attorney who knew Curtis and 
the attorney succeeded in getting Curtis to 
propose the amendment that would 
provide the-fex protection the Californians 
wanted for weir investment. 


In the way of things as they are in 


Washington and the nature of our nation's 
tax laws, it cannot be said that Curtis did 
anything wrong. He did for a few citizens 
what seemed, to him to be a simple matter 
of justice. Many other senators have done 
just about the same thing and such actions 
are widely defended in the Senate. 


But these actions are proper and 


defended only from what we consider to be 
a perverted sense of justice, of right and 
wrong. Thus, we do not necessarily con- 
demn Senator Curtis, although his actions 
are certainly not laudable. What we do con- 
demn is the system. 


That system is a tax law and 


procedures for changing it that no one in 
the entire nation totally understands. While 


what Senator Curtis did was not wrong, 
taken in the context of everything, it 
probably should have been wrong. 


Why, for instance, should anyone be 


allowed to save taxes by creating a foreign 
trust for their children? And if a taxpayer 
happens to lose that benefit due to an un- 
timely change in the law, why is it simple 
justice to enact a special amendment that 
. extends the benefit to the scnalled injured 


The Times article noted that 


"justifiable or not, the special (tax) 
provisions have much in common. Nearly 
all of them benefit well-connected persons, 
companies or industries." 


And that is the point being made by a 


lot of average citizens today — that the 
government is unresponsive to them, that 
only the powerful can make themselves 
heard. The tax laws and the matter of 
speciah provisions for small groups or in- 
dividuals are a glaring example of this. 


If the average citizen experiences an 


injustice in the payment of taxes, there is 
little he can do but swallow it. If, by acci- 
dent, he runs a little afoul of the law and 
loses money to Uncle Sam in the process, 
his only recourse is to take it on the chin. 


Beyond that, the nation's tax laws are 


simply loaded with benefits for the wealthy 
while the average working man carries the 
big load of supporting the federal govern- 
ment and his state. It's the kind of thing 
people want changed and they will be 
looking in the fall elections for candidates 
who offer any promise of such change. 


Give Milk To State 


We find it incredible, as did State 


Agricultural Director Glenn Kreuscher, 
that the city of Lincoln would favor higher 
taxes for Lancaster County milk inspec- s 
tions that the state is willing to do on the * 
basis of current charges. But the Lincoln 
City Council would rather raise the fees on 
local milk producers than have the state do 
the job. 


No matter; Kreuscher has said he will 


now cancelythe contract for Lancaster 
County Health Department milk inspec- 
tions and have his own department do the 
job. As a result, the city and county can 
eliminate, next year, the $70,000 it ap- 
propriated for doing this job. 


Some council members said they 


favored the appropriation because the 
county's state senators have said they 
would work in the next session of the

Legislature for higher milk producer fees. 
Again, that is a completely ridiculous posi- 
tion. 


One Council member, Richard Baker, 


said the issue was one of retaining local 
control. That is a costly ideological position 
for which there is no reasonable support.

evil in doing the same thing in Lancaster 
County? Of course, there isn't any evil and 
we are delighted that Kreuscher has the 
good sense to do for the people of Lan- 
caster what their own elected officials 
refused to do for them.

25 per cent 
had switched completely to 
sexually mixed dormitories 
The survey shows that 75 per 
cent of the institutions changed 
to coed dormitories during the 
past decade because of student 
pressure 
Today, 
however,

ministrators report that coed 
housing gives the schools 
flexibility in adapting to shifts in 
availability of off-campus 
housing, as well as changes in 
proportions of enrollment of 
women and men.

State Oversees 
Water Supplies 


By The Associated Press 


This summer’s dry weather 


has resulted in government ad­ 
ministration of surface water 
rights in some areas, according 


to officials. 
The drought, which marks the 


third straight dry summer in 
Nebraska, also has affected un­ 
derground water supplies, 
depleting wells and in isolated 
instances running them dry. 
Officials say the result is a 


tightening of irrigation water 
supplies for farmers. 
Michael Jess, deputy director 


of the state Water Resources 
Department, said his agency has 


taken over administration of sur­ 
face water rights on several 
rivers and streams 


Includes Big Blue 
Controlled rivers or streams 
include the Big Blue River 
between Crete and Milford, Bell 
Creek in Washington and Burt 
counties, Maple Creek in Dodge 
and Colfax counties, the Platte 
River in the Panhandle and 
Logan Creek between Coleridge 
and Hooper 
Officials said the irrigation 
season would end with Lake 
McConaughy in the Panhandle 
at its lowest level in 12 to 15 
years. 


Nebraska law on state supervi­ 
sion of water rights applies to 
surface water, with the "first in 
time, first in right” principle the 
determining factor. 
Reports indicate several hun­ 
dred water users have been shut 
off under that principle, 
although Jess said the exact 
number is undetermined. 
Wells Are Low 
Jess and Jerry Svoboda of the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Conservation and Survey Divi­ 
sion said they have received 
reports of wells running low. 
The town of Dwight in Butler 
County began having problems 
Friday night when the municipal 
well started drawing air. 
A farmer near Leigh in Colfax 
County also reported that his 
well has gone dry 
The two water experts 
reported that the combination of 
‘‘Mother Nature” and her 
drought leading to increased 
pumping for irrigation has con­ 
tributed to the problem of a 
lowered underground supply. 
Despite the problems, the of­ 
ficials indicated the water shor­ 
tage situation in the various 
areas would recede somewhat 
after the irrigation season ends 
next month:

Struggle To Cut Budgets 


Omaha Man Wanted By Police 
For Armed Robbery In Lincoln

Out the budgetary window 


went carpeted offices, new 
employes, painted walls, air con- 
ditioners. 


With at least $1 million to 


gouge out of county departmen- 
tal budgets, the Lancaster Coun- 
ty Board sliced their way 
through three budgets, 
eliminating more than $300,000 
in three hours Tuesday. 


After a month of helter-skelter 


budget reviews and tentative 
cuts on smaller agency budgets, 
the three county commissioners 
finally sat down Tuesday to 
begin the serious effort of balan- 
cing the more than $22 million in 
county departmental budgets. 


"We've already made cuts in 


16 budgets and we still have a 
million left to go," said Jan 
Gauger. 


Faced with a constitutional 


14 28-mill levy ceiling, the coun- 
ty must cut that much in order to 
stay below the levy ceiling. 


County Assessor Fritz Meyer 


lost almost $54,000 from his 
$468,017 budget request during 
the first half hour of budget dis- 
cussion. 


Meyer, who often verbally 


whips the commissioners, came 
in for some criticism. Com- 
missioners felt that Meyer did 
not answer their budget 
questions and didn't justify his 
requests in an earlier meeting. 


"He hasn't convinced me he's 


doing his job, especially when he 


won't answer any questions," 
said Bob Colin. 


Commissioners eliminated all 


new clerical employes requested 
by Meyer, something they have 
done with most departmental 
requests for new employes this 
year. 


They also pulled $10,000 out of 


a $37,700 request earmarked to 
complete the reappraisal process 
on county property. 


During the initial budget 


review, Meyer warned that if he 
didn't get the money he asked 
for the reappraisal process could 
not be finished by 1977 and com- 
missioners would again face 
money problems next year. 


"I realize when all is said and 


done he won't have the job done 
and he'll put the blame on us," 
said Bruce Hamilton. 


With the help of Lancaster 


Manor Director Jerry Gibson, 
commissioners cut the more 
than $3 million manor budget by 
almost $200,000, including most 
new employe requests, new fur- 
niture, supplies and plans for 
better lighting on one floor. 


But the manor budget may 


decline even further. 


"The only area left to cut is 


personnel," said Mrs. Gauger, to 
a less than happy Gibson, adding 
that the board may come to that 
point. 


"If we get in a crunch it is not 


how many positions do we add, 
but how many do we cut," she 
said. 


Commissioners 
removed 


another $100,000 from a budget 
for improving county-owned 
buildings in the manor area, 
near 10th and South Sts. 


The cuts included carpeting, 


an elevator and drinking foun- 
tains in Trabert Hall, paint for a 
house used by the Lancaster 
County Mental Health Center 
and fire safety improvements for 
Youth Service System (LSS) 
group homes. 


Gibson pointed out that YSS 


has a new federal grant which it 
planned t*> use for "cosmetic" 
purposes on the group homes, 
but which could be used for 
basic maintenance. 


"The whole basement is 


falling in and they are going to 
carpet the living room," he said. 


Commissioners also took -a 


stand against private telephone 
lines in the County City Building 
when they told the building ad- 
ministrator to take the private 
line payments out of his budget. 


In the future the $21.90 


monthly cost of lines which do 
not go through the main 
switchboard must be included in 
departmental budgets and coun- 
ty departments must justify this 
expense. Regular lines cost only 
$3.50 per month. 


Currently the treasurer and 


assessor have private lines and 
the county attorney has 
requested one for this year. Two 
city officials — the mayor and 
police chief — also have private 
lines. 


Lincoln police said Tuesday a 


warrant has been issued for a 21- 
year-old Omaha man hi connec- 
tion with the armed robbery in 
Lincoln Monday. 


James Ray Mulbrew is being 


sought for participating in the 
armed robbery of Brady 
Bennett. Bennett told police he 
was robbed by two men who 
were armed with rifles, shotguns 


and a knife. The intruders tied 
Bennett to a chair, then stole 
stereo equipment and weapons 
valued at more than $2,000. 


Police said they also are 


looking for another black male 
between 20 and 25. A third man, 
who was outside the house at 
1120 A St., also may have been 
involved in the robbery.

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Council Combs 
Parks Request

The Parks and Recreation 
budget hearing Tuesday night 
gave City Council members a 
chance to sound off and ask 
questions about Lincoln’s park 
system, but the vote on the 
department’s 1976-77 budget 
remains scheduled for Thursday. 
Mayor Helen Boosalis and 
Parks and Recreation Director 
Don Smith presented the council 
with a total budget request of 
$3.9 million. This is an increase 
of about $91,000 over 1975-76. 
Mrs. Boosalis said $389,000 
will be saved under the proposed 
budget by reducing the 
department’s workforce by 18 
employes. Eight of these are 
park rangers, and the other ten 
are personnel manning the 
Willard Community Center and 
Bowling Lake Lodge, two 
facilities which will be closed. 
No further reductions in staff 
are possible without reducing 
services, Mrs. Boosalis said. 
While voicing few criticisms of 
any specific items in the 
proposed budget, council 
members did come up with 
some interesting suggestions. 
Proposed Work Release 
Prisoners from the city jail 
could work with park crews on 
“ supervised 
work-release,” 
suggested Bob Sikyta 
There 
would be no legal barrier to this, 
Sikyta said, and it could help cut 
the department’s salary allot­ 
ment while giving people serving 
time in jail some much-needed 
exercise. 
Mrs. Boosalis said she would 
explore this possibility, noting 
that these workers would still 
have to be paid. 
Both Sikyta and Bob Jeambey 
suggested closer cooperation 
between the recreation division 
and the YMCA and other groups 
which also provide recreation 
programs. 
Smith said his department has 
been working to eliminate 
duplication and to coordinate 
schedules with other agencies. 
John Robmson questioned the 
elimination of the rock concerts 
which the department sponsored 
the past two years Smith said 
the concerts were stopped 
because radio stations and other 
private groups can provide this 


type of service, and are willing 
to do so. 
Includes Trash Hauling 
Included in the proposed 
budget is $18,000 for a packer- 
type garbage truck, for hauling 
trash from parks to the city land­ 
fill. Sue Bailey asked Smith if 
purchasing a truck is more 
economical than contracting 
with private trash collection 
companies. Smith said it is much 
cheaper, considering the volume 
of park trash and the frequency 
of pick-up required. 
Jeambey criticized the 
Antelope Park Zoo as a houseful 
of “ monkeys and birds” — not a 
true zoo. “If we’re in the zoo 
business, we could do a h£ck of a 
lot better or we ought to get out 
of it,” he said. 
Smith said the zoo serves an 
educational function. He noted 
that some people have their 
favorite animals and come 
regularly to watch them. 
Dick Baker brought up the 
subject of the five houses owned 
by the department which are 
residences for department per­ 
sonnel, including Smith himself. 
Baker said these homes, in­ 
cluded as fringe benefits as part 
of the department's “ hiring 
package” for administrators, 
should be rented to the per­ 
sonnel, and that salaries should 
be adjusted accordingly. 
Value Not Included 
At present the houses are oc­ 
cupied rent-free, their rent value 
not being considered part of 
staff members’ income. 
Sikyta and Baker both said the 
city is spending too much money 
on trees and flowers in median 
strips of major streets Baker 
suggested paving all the medians 
with asphalt and painting it 
green He asked Smith to report 
Thursday on the comparative 
costs of the current procedure 
and his proposal. 
Cook said “ we should do 
whatever we can to make the 
medians look halfway decent,” 
himself opting for intermitent 
planters spaced along medians 
Sue Bailey moved the council 
tenatively approve the 
department’s budget, but this 
was defeated 
The Council will continue 
Park and Recreation budget 
deliberations Thursday evening.

The 
Lincoln Alliance 
regrouped forces and planned 
strategy Tuesday night in hopes 
of having their pet street plan 
approved for recommendation 
at the next Goals and Policies 
Committee meeting Thursday 
night. 


At the last Goals and Policies 
meeting July 1, the group suf­ 
fered a temporary defeat when 
the group adjourned before a 
vote could be taken on their 
“Sketch 7” street construction 
and widening plan, following 
three hours of debate on the 
plan 


Before voting Tuesday on 
what strategy to take, the 
alliance's transportation task 
force unanimously reaffirmed 
their support of the plan and 
then voted to go Into executive 
session, thus barring the press 
from reporting what strategy 
they would use to advocate the 
plan’s approval. 


A vote was taken earlier in the 
meeting to bar the press from 
staying for any portion of the 
meeting, but the motion failed 
after some members said such 
action “was like the Chamber of 
Commerce” and that “main­ 
taining friendly relations with 
the press” was important. 
The later motion allowed 
newsmen to stay, but the 
strategy decisions were made in 
executive session. 
Points of strategy the group 
was to consider, The Star 
learned, before the meeting in­ 
cluded whether the chairman 
should be asked to rule the 
meeting a continuation of the 
previous one and thus bring 
“Sketch 7” to an immediate 
vote, or, whether the alliance 
should move to ask for an im­ 
mediate vote on the plan without 
challenging the chair. 
Other points the group was to 
consider in the clewed session in­ 
cluded decisions on what to do if 
a different plan was substituted 
for the group’s plan, whether 


any other plan should be voted 
down outright or amended with 
provisions of “Sketch 7” , and 
whether a motion should be 
made to forward more than one 
plan if all else failed. 
Effects On Park 
During the meeting, concern 
was voiced over the effect the 
group’s proposed west bypass 
would have on Wilderness Park 
Task force chairman Doug Ger­ 
man said the group’s position on 
the park would be “another bat­ 
tle for another day’ and would 
not be connected with “Sketch 
7” because it is a matter of state 
and federal jurisdiction. 
The “Official’s Committee ’, 
comprised of Mayor Helen 
Boosalis, County Board Chair­ 
man Bruce Hamilton and Depu­ 
ty State Engineer Charles 
Nutter, supports a plan that in­ 
stead widens 84th St. to act as a 
bypass. The alliance plan leaves 
the street untouched and instead 
proposes the west Lincoln 
bypass to help curtail further 
development in east Lincoln. 


Zorinsky Election Contribution 
Said Possible Issue To Farmers

Two Nebraska Republicans said Tuesday 
Edward Zorinsky’s acceptance of a $2,000 con­ 
tribution to his Senate campaign from the 
Seafarers Union will become an election issue in 
the western part of the state. 


Zorinsky, mayor of Omaha and the Democratic 
candidate for the Senate, said he does not think 
the contribution from the union that supported 
last year’s longshoremen's grain loading boycott 
is a legitimate issue. 


His Republican opponent, Rep. John Y. 
McCollister, said what the farmers need is un­ 
derstanding I don't think this indicates a proper 
understanding of the farmer.” 


Zorinsky said he does not believe the issue is 
legitimate “ unless campaign contributions to 
John McCollister buy his services, because they 
don’t buy mine.” 
Ed Narjes, a Sidney wheat grower and member 


of the State Republican Party Central Com­ 
mittee, said Zorinsky’s acceptance of the con­ 
tribution from the union's political action arm is 
an insult to Nebraska farmers. 


Narjes said many farmers feel the boycott 
caused grain prices to drop. 


As to the contribution’s effect on Zorinsky in 
the 3rd Congressional District, Narjes said ‘“you 
don’t play footsie with someone who hurts the life 
stem of the economy of an area.” 


Zorinsky said he informed the union before it 
made the contribution that he opposed the boy­ 
cott, and he spoke out against it during his 
primary election campaign. 


“ I would think it would be in the best interest 
of the farmer that I be able to create a common 
meeting ground to prevent this kind of thing from 
happening again,” he said.

Parks Request

The Parks and Recreation 


budget hearing Tuesday night 
gave City Council members a 
chance to sound off and ask 
questions about Lincoln's park 
system, but the vote on the 
department's 1976-77 budget 
remains scheduled for Thursday. 


Mayor Helen .Boosalis and 


Parks and Recreation Director 
Don Smith presented the council 
with a total budget request of 
$3.9 million. This is an increase 
of about $91,000 over 1975-78. 


Mrs. Boosalis said $389,000 


will be saved under the proposed 
budget by reducing the 
department's, workforce by 18 
employes. Eight of these are 
park rangers, and the other ten 
are personnel manning the. 
Willard Community Center and 
Bowling Lake Lodge, two 
facilities which will be closed. 


No further reductions in staff 


are possible without reducing 
services, Mrs. Boosalis said. 


While voicing few criticisms of 


any specific items in the 
proposed budget, council 
members did come up with 
some interesting suggestions. 


Proposed Work Release 


• Prisoners from the city jail 
could work with park crews on 
"supervised work-release," 
suggested Bob Sikyta. There 
would be no legal barrier to this, 
Sikyta said, and it could help cut 
the department's salary allot- 
ment while giving people serving 
time in jail some much-needed 
exercise. 


Mrs. Boosalis said she would 


explore this possibility, noting 
that these workers1 would still 
have to be paid. 


Both Sikyta and Bob Jeambey 


suggested closer cooperation 
between the recreation division 
and the YMCA and other groups 
which also provide recreation 
programs. 


Smith said his department has 


been working to eliminate 
'duplication and to coordinate 
schedules with other agencies. 


John Robinson questioned the 


elimination of the rock concerts 
which the department sponsored, 
the past two years. Smith said 
the concerts were stopped 
because radio stations and other 
private groups can~ provide this 


type of service, and are willing 
to do so.

budget is $18,000 for a packer- 
type garbage truck, for hauling 
trash from parks to the city tandr 
fill. Sue Bailey asked Smith if. 
purchasing a, truck is more 
economical than contracting 
with private trash collection 
companies. Smith said it is much 
cheaper, considering the volume 
of park trash and the frequency 
of pick-up required. 


Jeambey criticized the 


Antelofte Park Zoo as a houseful 
of "monkeys and birds" - not a 
true too. "If we're in the zoo 
business, we could do a heck of a 
lot better or we ought to get out 
of it," he said. 


Smith said the zoo serves an 


educational function. He noted 
that some people have their 
favorite animals and come 
regularly to watch them. 


Dick Baker brought up the 


subject of the five houses owned 
by the department which are 
residences for department per- 
sonnel, including Smith himself. 
Baker said these homes, in- 
cluded as fringe benefits as part 
of the department's "hiring 
package" for administrators, 
should be rented to the per- 
sonnel, and that salaries should 
be adjusted accordingly.' 


Value Not Included 


At present the houses are oc- 


cupied rent-free, their rent value 
not being considered part of 
staff members' income. 


Sikyta and Baker both said the 


city is spending too much money 
on trees and flowers in median 
strips of major streets. ^Baker 
suggested paving all the medians 
with asphalt and painting it 
green.

The Lincoln Alliance 


regrouped forces and planned 
strategy' Tuesday night in hopes 
of having their pet street plan 
approved for recommendation 
at the next Goals and Policies 
'Committee meeting Thursday 
night. 


At the last Goals and Policies 


meeting July 1, the group suf- 
fered a temporary defeat when 
the group adjourned before a 
vote could be taken on their 
"Sketch 7" street construction 
and widening plan, following 
three hours of debate on the 
plan. 


Before voting Tuesday on 


what strategy to take, the 
alliance's transportation task 
force unanimously reaffirmed 
their support of the plan and 
then voted to 'go Into executive 
session, thus barring the press 
from reporting what strategy 
they would use to advocate the 
plan's approval. 


A vote was taken earlier in the 


meeting to bar the press from 
staying for any portion of the 
meeting, but the motion failed 
after some members .said such 
action "was like the Chamber of 
Commerce" and that "main- 
taining friendly relations with 
the press" was important. 


The later motion allowed 


newsmen to stay, but the 
strategy decisions were made in 
executive session. 


Points of strategy .the group 


was to consider, The Star 
learned, before the meeting in- 
cluded whether the chairman 
-should be asked to rule the 
meeting a continuation of the 
previous one and thus bring 
"Sketch 7" to an immediate 
vote, or, whether the alliance 
should move to ask for an im- 
mediate vote on the plan without 
challenging the chair. 


Other points the group was to

The Lincoln Board of Education will 
seek $30,640,344 in property taxes to pay 
for the operation of schools for the com­ 
ing budget year. 
During a Tuesday morning meeting, 
the board approved the 1976-77 budget 
recommendations and asked Lancaster 
County Commissioners to levy a proper­ 
ty tax of 57.400 mills, up 6.021 mills 
from what the board asked a yew ago.

Because of an error in com­ 
munications, the board did not act on 
the budget for Educational Service Unit 
18, a $159,604 figure up from $153,600 
sought last year. That matter will be 
dealt with at a meeting next Tuesday 
because Superintendent John Prasch 
said, "the public wasn’t sufficiently 
aware that it was a separate item.” 


Then there’s the budget figure 
published on July 4 which listed a total 
of $51,408,385. That figure, according to 
Prasch, included a $3,500,000 transfer of 
federal funds and such optional items as 
the school lunch program, which added 
another $2,271,500, and the school ac­ 
tivities fund, which added $800,000. 


The $108,105 added is offset by 
expected receipts of $35,000 from 
transportation and $17,000 from in­ 
creasing summer school tuition by $2 
next year. This makes the actual added 
expenditures only $56,105, 


Depending on what day you read 
about the budget, and which of the Lin­ 
coln news media you relied on for your 
Information, you can just about have 
your choice of budget figures. 


The whole thing was almost a joke 
among media representatives who were 
in for an occasional jab from board 
members and staff. Joe Rowson, ad­ 
ministrative assistant in charge of 
publications, promised the press that 
next year a special budget session would 
be held to make sure that everybody 
uses the same figures. 


Talk of raising summer school tuition 
raised some eyebrows on the board 
before the budget was approved. Presi­ 
dent Williamette Shafer said she felt 
that ‘‘we’ve already priced some kids 
out of the summer school market.” 
Prasch countered by saying 
the schools haven’t been able to provide 
50% funding of summer school as 
originally intended. 
“ We’ve written a blank check for 
summer school,” he said, noting that 
expenses hbve far outstripped original 
intentions. 


“ It would be wise for the board to 
consider adding another mill to the 
budget to increase the balance for 
following years,” he said. But he 
declined to put his suggestion into a mo­ 
tion, opting for a discussion on the 
matter so that “we know where we’re 
going to stand in the future.” 


Prasch and Roper agreed that adding 
a mill Tuesday, the day after the budget 
hearing, would have been a “violation 
of good faith.”

The Lincoln Bond of Education will 


for the operation of schools for the com- 
ing budget year. 


During a Tuesday moraine meeting, 


the board approved the 1979-77 budget 
recoramendatioM and asked Lancaster 
.County Commissioners to levy a proper- 
•ty tax of 57.400 mills, up 6.021 mills 


Because of an error in com- 


munications, the board did not act on 
the budget for Educational Service Unit 
18, a $159,604 figure up from $153,600 
sought last year. That matter will be 
dealt with at a meeting next Tuesday 
because Superintendent John Prasch 
said, "the public wasn't sufficiently 
^ aware that it was a separate item." 


"-\ Depending on what day you read 
^about the budget, and which of the Lin- 
coln news media you relied on for your 
',3nformation, you can just about have 


choice of budget figures. 


$30,584,239 Monday night, which was 
more than the $90,537,239 sought io the 
preliminary budget. 


Tuesday's total figure with the ESU 


budget added would be $42,062,142, 
compared with the Monday night figure 
of $42,006,037 and the preliminary 
. figure of $42,006,483. 


Then there's the budget figure 


published on July 4 which listed a total 
of $51,408,385. That figure, according to 
Prasch, included a $3,500,000 transfer of 


• The $30 million-plus figure, deter- 
' mined Tuesday, was slightly up from 


the school lunch program, which added 
another $2,271,500, and the school ac- 
tivities fund, which added $800,000. 


The whole thing was almost a joke 


among media representatives who were 
in for an occasional jab from board 
members and staff. Joe Rowson, ad- 
ministrative assistant in charge of 
publications, promised the press that 
next year a special budget session would 
be held to make sure that everybody, 
uses the same figures. 


A breakdown of the $96,105 added to 


the budget Tuesday shows increases for 
substitute teachers, $10,500; workmen's 


compensation, $70,000; summer SCHOOL 
$2,805; transportation, $35,000 and 
programs for gifted students, $25,000. 


The $108,105 added is offset by 


expected receipts of $35,000 from 
transportation and $17,000 from in- 
creasing summer school tuition by $2 
next year. This makes the actual added 
expenditures only $56,105. 


Talk of raising summer school tuition 


raised some eyebrows on the board 
before the budget was approved. Presi- 
dent Williamette Shafer said she felt 
that "we've already priced some kids 
out of the summer school market." 


Prasch countered by saying 


the schools haven't been able to provide 
50% funding of summer school as 
originally intended. 


"We've written a blank check for 


summer school," he said, noting that 
expenses have far outstripped original 
intentions. 


Board member Lou Roper expressed 


concern that the schools were going to 
get into trouble by having to borrow 
money to keep the cash flow current. 
Citing a number of "imponderables," 
(more state aid, larger tax receipts), he 


said he felt he had "egg on his face" for 
authorizing a reduction of the cash 
balance going into past budget yean. 


' "It would be wise for the board to 
consider adding another mill to the 
budget to increase the balance for 
following years," he said. But he 
declined to put his suggestion into a mo- 
tion, opting for a discussion on the 
matter so that "we know where we're 
going to stand in the future." 


Prasch and Roper agreed that adding 


a mill Tuesday, the day after the budget 
hearing, would have been a "violation 
of good faith." 


Board members Roper, Pearl 


Goldenstein, Jo Ann Maxey, and Shafer 
voted for the budget. Lou Pausing asked 
to be-excused from voting since she 
didn't feel enough money was being 
alloted to the basics and that money 
spent for travel could have been better 
spent for lowering teacher-pupil ratios 
in lower grades. 


By law a member can't abstain on a 


budget issue, but must be excused from 
voting. Board member Ted Dewey was 
out of town.

raised by attorneys for the State 
Agriculture Department. 


Kreuscher said he plans to 


meet with Mayor Helen Boosalis 
and other city officials to study 
the situation. 


"I'm going to be gracious," 


Kreushcer said. "As long as 
someone wants to talk about 
something, I'm going to be 
agreeable to it." 


Kreuscher told the Star Mon- 


day that he was going to cancel 
the contract the health depart- 
ment had with the state to con- 
duct dairy inspections in nine 
counties from which milk is ob- 


tained for sales in Lincoln. 


Kreuscher said the move 


would save city taxpayers about 
$70,000 because the state can do 
the job more efficiently. 


But Tuesday Kreuscher said, 


"Why should I be the big 
rescurer? I don't want to cause a 
big fuss. I'll just sit tight. Let the 
responsibility be on the city of- 
ficials."

Rice broke into tears several 
times as he halting ly answered 
q uestions about the arg uments 
which led to the confrontation 
on the nig ht of April 10 and 
about the fig ht itself 
Rice, 31, is accused of first 
deg ree murder for running down 
Edelman in the parking lot. The 
case is scheduled to g o to the 
jury Wednesday . 
Their arg uments had centered 
over control of citizens band 
radio airwaves. The two men 
had q uarreled over the radio 
smce January , Rice testified. 
Made Charg es 
Rice charg ed that Edelman, 
who’s nickname in CB ling o was 
• Bear Tracks ", was drunk the 
nig ht of the slay ing Over the 
radio, Edelman called the “Blue 
Rover’’ (Rice) a “Weirdo,” Rice 
said. 
Edelm an wanted to settle 
their differences at the VFW 
parking lot. Rice said. Because 
he was afraid of "Bear Tracks," 


Rice took along a pistol, a 
broken pool cue and a friend, 
Ken Dettman. 
The g un wasn’t loaded, Rice 
said. He just took it along to 
"scare” Edlman. Rice said he 
once saw Edelman try to choke a 
man at a local bar and said he 
wanted to protect himself. At, 
the parking lot Edelman ap­ 
proached him with a clenched 
fist. 
“He was shouting y ou weirdo, 
blankety -blank’ and on and on, 
so I took two swing s at him with 
a pool cue,” Rice testified. 


Didn’t Hit Him 
He didn’t h it E delm an, 
however, he said. 
Rice said he wanted to leave 
and g ot in his pickup to drive 
away . Edelman 
wouldn’t let 
him g o, he said, and g rabbed the 
rear view mirror and kicked the 
door 


Rice said he put the pickup 
"in reverse real fast and he let 
g o " 
Edelman walked toward the 
truck ag ain and stood in front of 
Rice 


“ 1 told him to g et out of the 
way so I could g o home.” 
When he drove forward, Rice 


said Edelman fell and the truck 
drove over him. 
“I thoug ht he’d move out of 
the way . 
Rice’s attorney Tony Redman 
asked, "Did y ou intentionally 
kill Don Edelman?” 
Replied Rice, “No.” 


Ga v e Ev a lua tio ns 
Two ex pert witnesses also 
testified Tuesday that psy ­ 
cholog ical evaluations of Rice in­ 
dicate he has a "passive per­ 
sonality .’’ 


Clinical 
psy cholog ist 
Dr. 
W ay ne P ric e of B e a tric e 
testified that a number of tests 
show that Rice is the ty pe of per­ 
son who “just floats throug h the 
world.” 


His IQ is 76, Dr. Price said, 
which means Rice is “borderline 
mentally retarded.” 


That means, both Dr. Price 
and Dr. F. E. Whitla of Lincoln 
said, is that Rice understands 
what is g oing on, but has a ten- 
dancy to “react inappropriately 
in stress situations. " 


“ His judg m ent would be 
poor,” both doctors concluded. 
On cross-ex amination, Chief 


Deputy County Atty . Bernie 
McGinn asked Rice, “Isn’t it 
true y ou really have an ex plosive 
personality ?” 


Said Rice, “No.” 


McGinn, “Isn’t it true y ou 
have a bad tempe^?”

Cited Incidents 
McGinn cited three or four in­ 
cidents in which people said 
Rice threatened them after an 
arg ument. Rice said those in­ 
cidents didn’t happen.

temp« -. Rice said he didn’t think 
that was the case.

Incidents have included 
beating s, threats and vandalism 
of CB antennas. 
Sometimes air time isn’t the 
issue, of course. Two Turlock, 
Calif., CB'ers arg ued in March 


over a “ handle” they both 
wanted to use — “Bulldozer.” 
They met in a parking lot, one 
carry ing a jack handle and the 
other a shotg un. Friends and 
police intervened before any one 
was hurt. 
The FCC, which reg ulates 
citizen band radio use, is ex ­ 
pected to rule nex t week on a 
req uest to double the number of 
channels open to CB'ers. 
That won’t solve all the prob­ 
lems, say s Ney Landry of the 
FCC in San Francisco.

Kent Wendler, a graduate student at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, already 
has the voyage down to one computation. 
He punches in a number (the amount of 
fuel he wants to burni, then waits for the 
go-ahead flash He punches again — the 
number of seconds the fuel will be burned, 
which he keeps a secret Coming up . . . 
first radar check

Obviously, this game involves something 
above apples-and-oranges mathematical 
know-how.

Yes, even computers, or, rather, the 
technicians who control them, have a sense 
of humor The depth of the hole, the speed 
of impact, is accurate, Wendler said. 
Amazing. 
Computer games are almost as old as 
computer technology itself As computers 
grew more sophisticated, so did the games 
In the early 60s, one computer was in­ 
structed to tap out messages to the tune of 
“Oh My Darbn’ Clementine ’* 


Printing out pictures soon was in vogue 
and, most of the programmers being men, 
revealing pictures of women were par­ 
ticularly popular, A computer in St. Louis 
was programmed to print a picture of a 
woman seated on a stool By pushing ap­ 
propriate buttons, she removed most — 
but not all — of her clothing 
The terminals in Ferguson Hall (which 
are used for class instruction and university 
business), as well as the statehouse and 
Federal Building computers, are connected 


to the IBM Model 65 computer in Nebraska 
Hall. 
This computer can print out pictures ... 
that is, when it’s not already overloaded 
with a barrage of inputs, Wendler said. 
Students have constructed portraits of such 
luminaries as Mickey Mouse, Pluto and 
Goofy, hanging their portraits on the first 
floor of Ferguson Hall. 
Many computer games are available, 
although Wendler said the IBM 22-60 dis­ 
play terminals have a rather limited selec­ 
tion. 
But the list is still impressive: Tic-Tac- 
Toe, Dice, Marylou 1 (a dice game), Ar­ 
tillery, Pm Ball, Russian Roulette, Lunar 1 
— Moon Landing, Nim, Goal — Escape the 
Planet, Blackhawk, Kentucky Horse Race, 
Walk — A Drunk’s Dilemma and Turtle 1. 
Many computer games are programmed 
by enterprising graduate students. Wendler 
himself invented Walk — A Drink s Dilem­ 
ma, which he explains is not a real game, 
but a “simulation.’’ 


In Drunk’s Dilemma, a drunk leans on a 
lamp post, halfway between home and the 
bar. By continually punching the “ Next" 
button, the computer randomly selects 
numbers, staggering the drunk either 
toward home or back to the bar Where the 
drunk ends is totally by chance, Wendler 
said. 
Another computer science graduate stu­ 
dent, Dan Corkill, designed PARTNER 
i Pattern Actuated Responses to Natural 
English Rambhngs) while a semor at UNL, 
He connects the terminal — through 
telephone lines — to the IBM 370 in the 
Capitol Building 
To converse with PARTNER, the user 
types one or more statements, using nor­ 
mal punctuation and sentence structure 
PARTNER analyzes the statement and 
flashes back a hopefully suitable response. 
.. except when he is stymied by the state­ 
ment, then he usually resorts to one of two 
stock answers “ My mother was a com­ 
puter" or “ Who cares?” Or he may com­ 
pletely change the subject. 


The entire dialogue is eerily human (you 
keep forgetting to call PARTNER an “it," 
not a “he”) ... like talking to a person in 
another room, conducting a conversation 
through teletypewriters. 
The mist sophisticated of the univer­ 
sity’s computer games are available on the 
Plato terminal, connected to the central 
computer m Arden Hills, Minn 
Movies such as “ 2001: A Space Odyssey ” 
have romanticized the computer as a prac­ 
tically undefeatable chess partner Actual­ 
ly, the game has so many variables, it’s 
hard to program it effectively. 
Plato has a chess game, but with two 
human players at different terminals, the 
computer acting only as the board The 
University of Illinois has a computer that 
plays chess, Wendler said, that "goes to 
pieces in the middle game.” 
Plato plays a fair game of checkers, 
Wendkr said, although “ sometimes it 
makes foolish mistakes," The bridge game 


is a little unsophisticated, Wendler said, 
and can be frustrating... the computer has 
a way of stacking the deck. 
It plays other card games, too, like hearts 
and blackjack, the computer as dealer. 
Plato offers a variety of games 
Some are purely graphic — “art gam«,” 
the computer calls them. Like watching 
Captain Kangaroo's magic drawing board, 
the user pushes the advance button, then 
sits back as the computer generates 
etchings of orange light — everything from 
an Escher drawing to a continuously 
regenerating snowflake 
Plato is not all fun and games, as 
Wendler points out to all ' Philistines that 
think you can t spend money (in this case. 
$i0,000j with any pretense of having fun ” 
Gaming is only a fringe benefit from the 
computer s usual business and educational 
uses 
But games can be educational, especially 
as a training device for computer 
programmers. There are learning games, 
Wendler said, he would proudly show to 
the “ most callous disbelievers in 
technology." 
One of these, How the West Was Won, 
teaches elementary students basic addi­ 
tion, substraction, multiplication and divi­ 
sion. The two players — one representing 
the Union Pacific Railroad, the other a 
Wells Fargo wagon — travel the Old West 
Trail, through such cities as Tombstone, 
Dodge City and Dry Gulch. 
Other games resemble those found m 
local bars and arcades The simpler of the 
electronic games is Dogfight — the object: 
shooting down your opponent’s plane while 
avoiding his fire 
More challenging is Moon Walk, where 
the player, by punching in the angle and 
direction of his moves, either shoots at his 
opponent or dodges him by hiding behind 
mountains 
Some of the most popular games are 
more cerebral and science-fiction in 
nature. Those include Conquest, where, as 
the ruler of a planet, you try to conquer all 
other planets in the solar system, Star 
Trek, in which, as Captain Kirk in proxy, 
your mission is to destroy the Kluigons; 
and Empire, which involves wiping out ail 
opposition — Vulcans, Romulans, 
whatever — from the sky 
That’s a drastic ovemmplication, with 
no attention to variables like fuel supply, 
flight strength or phasor power But there's 
no denying Empire’s popularity. It has 
been played 9,445 times since June 7. 
Although Wendler plays the games 
“ more than I should," he said their novelty 
is gone. 
“I’d rather work on my own games It s 
much more fun.” 
Wendler has a new game on the drawing 
board that be said will take more than 
three months to complete It’i a tnp 
through a mythical dungeon, using spells 
and swords for protection, trying to find 
buried treasure 
But watch out ft» the monsters and 
beasts along the way .., they can kill you.

Recreational bicy clists are not overjoy ed with bike trails in­ 
stalled in Lincoln parks during the past few y ears. 
Complaints have been r^ tered with city officials that the 
trails are boUi poorly designed aiKl poorly constructed. 
Some turns are banked the wrong way , some sight distances 
are so short that bicy clists are forced to travel at a snail’s pace, 
the paths are too narrow (six feet). 
Critics also complain that the trails are poorly built, already 
criss-crossed with deep cracks. 
Weeds poking through in some stretches are harbingers of 
rapid deterioration in the future, critics contend. 
‘ They ’re a mess,” agrees Nancy Rowch of the May or’s Bicy ­ 
cle Committee. ‘‘We get complaints all the time.” 
‘‘They ’re not perfect,” admits Don Smith, director of the City 
Parks and Recreation Department. 
About nine and one-half miles of the tr^ls have been installed 
in city parks in the last three y ears at a cost of about $133,000, ac­ 
cording to Smith. 


The trails were put in by personnel in Smith’s department 
using the department’s own machinery . 
Longest trails are found in Intentate Park, Pioi» er Park, 
Antelope Park and Trendwood Park. Other shorter trails are 
found in Van Dorn, Seacrest and Herbert Parks. 
Efforts were made during construction to combat the 
problems of weeds growing through the asphalt, according to 
Smith. 


He said the soil was tr« ited chemically to deter any plant 
growth. It didn’t worii and by then it was too late. Smith said. 
“ Bindweed vrill grow through any thing.” Smith said. 
Ms. Rowch, secretary to the bicy cle committee, said the com­ 
mittee is recommending construction standards to the Parks and 
RecreaUon Department to avoid repeating past mistakes. 
The committee has been working on the standards for some 
Ume she said. Basically they follow federal standards. 
Ms. Rowch has her own complaint on the bike trail in 
Antelope Park from Sheridan to A St. She would like to see a 
stoplight crossing installed on South St. so bicy clists would not 
have to brave four-lane traffic. 


Not all bicy clists enthusiastically endorse the concept of the 
recreational bike trials, according to William Lamraers of the U.S. 
Cy cling Federation. 
“ The avid bicy clist doesn’t advocate bike paths. He feels at 
home on the road and obey s all the laws of the road," Lammers 
said 
I^mmers said the trails are better suited to hikers. And in 
fact the trails are billed as “ hiker-biker trails,” suitable for 
walking. 
At any rate. Smith admits, “ We’re going to have to go back 
and make repairs when we get the funds.”

Clyde Rice testified Tuesday 


he told Don Edelman to "get out 
of ray way so I could go home" 
the night he ran over Edelman in- 
the VFW parking lot. 


Rice broke into tears several 


times as he haltingly answered 
questions about the arguments 
which led to the confrontation 
on the night of April 10 and 
about the fight itself. 


Rice, 31, is accused of first 


degree murder for running down 
Edelman in the parking lot. The 
case is scheduled to go to the 
jury Wednesday. 


Their arguments had centered 


over control of citizens band 
radio airwaves. The two men 
had quarreled over the radio 
since January, Rice testified. 


Made Charges 


Rice charged that Edelman, 


who's nickname in CB lingo was 
"Bear Tracks", was drunk the 
night of the slaying Over the 
radio, Edelman called the "Blue 
Rover" (Rice) a "Weirdo," Rice 
said 


Edelman wanted to settle 


their differences at the VFW 
parking lot, Rice said. Because 
be was afraid of "Bear Tracks," 


Rice took along a pistol, a 
broken pool cue and a friend, 
Ken Dettman. 


The gun wasn't loaded, Rice 


said. He just took it along to 
"scars" Edlman. Rice said he 
once saw Edelman try to choke a 
man at a local bar and said he 
wanted to protect himself. At- 
the parking lot Edelman ap- 
proached bun with a clenched 
fist. 


"He was shouting 'you weirdo, 


blankety-blank' and on and on, 
so I took two swings at him with 
a pool cue," Rice testified. 
•* 


Didn't Hit Him 


He didn't hit Edelman, 


however, he said. 


Rice said he wanted to leave 


and got in his pickup to drive 
away. Edelman 
wouldn't let 


him go, he said, and grabbed the 
rear view mirror and kicked the 
door. 


Rice said he put the pickup 


"in reverse real fast and be 1& 
go-"Edelman walked toward the 
truck again and stood in front of 
Rice. 


"I told him to get out of the 


way so I could go home." 


When he drove forward, Rice 


said Edelman fell and the truck 
drove over him. 


"I thought he'd move out of 


the way. 


Rice's attorney Tony Redman 


asked, "Did you intentionally 
kill Don Edelman?" 


Replied Rice, "No."

Gave Evahuttou 


Two expert witnesses also 


testified Tuesday that psy- 
chological evaluations of Rice in- 
dicate he has a "passive per- 
sonality." 


" Clinical' psychologist. Dr. 
Wayne Price of Beatrice 
testified that a number of tots 
show that Rice is theiype of per- 
son who "|ust floats through the 
world." 


His IQ is 76, Dr. Price said, 


which means Rice is "borderline 
mentally retarded." 


That, means, both Dr. Price 


and Dr. F. E. Whitla of Lincoln 
said, is that Rice understands 
what is going on, but has a ten- 
dancy to "react inappropriately 
in stress situations." 


"His judgment would be 


poor," both doctors concluded. 


On cross-examination, Chief 


Deputy County Atty. Bernie 
McGinn aiked Rice, "Isn't-it 
true you really have an explosive 
personality?" 


, Said Rice, "No." 


McGinn, "Isn't.it true you 


have a bad tempef?"

McGinn cited three or four in- 


cidents in which people said 
Rice threatened them after an 
argument. Rice said those in-

Defense attorney Redman

was improper and ill-advised, 
and I would not have done it, but 
I honor his right to make that 
decision/' 


Carter said he would not have 


pardoned Nixon until after a 
trial at which "all the facts 
relating to his crimes could be 
known." 


The comment came in 


response to a question and 
Carter repeated his previously 
stated position that he will not 
•raise the issue on his own dunng 
the campaign. 


At a White House news con- 


ference Monday, Ford said he 
does not regret his pardon and. 
would do it again if necessary. 


The issue was raised by 


Carter's running mate, Sen. 
Walter F. Mondafe, hi his accep- 
tance speech at the Democratic 
National Convention last week. 


Carter also referred to it 
obliquely in his acceptance ad- 
dress. 


Following the news con- 


ference, Carter met for several 
hours with his campaign 
strategists and with Dick Moe, 
the administrative assistant to 
Mondale. Carter said they would 
begin to make detailed plans for 
the period between now and 
Labor Day, for recruiting and 
using volunteers and for the 
campaign itself. 


After the 2'/2-hour meeting in 


• Carter's home, it was announced 
that Sen Walter Mondale, D- 
Mmn, Carter's vice presidential 
running mate, has volunteered 
to run his own campaign out of 
Carter's Atlanta headquarters.

You might be surprised at the 
number of letters I get asking 
about this. 
Perhaps you should count 
your blessings. True, according 
to the weight charts you are 
about 10 pounds underweight for 


your height and build. The 
chances are your inheritance is 
more a factor than your eating 
habits. I know a young girl who 
ate steak for breakfast — 
wonderful protein, but not 
necessarily high in calories. Her 
mother was lean. Now a woman 
in her 50s, she still eats steak but 
is thin as the proverbial rail. 


If • you suspect poor eating 
habits, the only answer is to 
change them. Eat three or four 
good meals a day. Basically, 
your foods should be high in 
calories — precisely the ones fat 
people should avoid. 
But beware. The weight you 
put on may not be in exactly the 


areas you want it to be.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Several 
weeks ago I blacked out Just for 
a short time. My vision was im­ 
paired and for several days I had 
trouble walking straight. I was 
very tired and wanted to sleep 
all the time. My doctor told me 
it was caused by a blockage of an 
artery to the brain. But he didn’t 
call it a stroke. 
I am now wondering if I could 
have had a stroke. I am taking 
medication for circulation. In 
your opinion could this have 
been a little stroke? — Mrs. F. 
B. 


A “ little stroke” is usually 


defined as a disruption of brain 
function, brief in duration and 
with very minor damage. Yours 
sounds like a classic example. 
However, it is difficult to dis­ 
tinguish between what is called 
“a little stroke” and what in fan­ 
cy terms is known as a transient 
ischemic (iss-KEE-mik) attack. 
For short it is called a “TIA.” 
Ischemic means a loss of blood, 
and transient means the loss is 
temporary.

There are different types of 
causes of nephrosis, a term 
referring to a specific disease of 
the kidneys. I presume that what 
your son had was lipoid 
nephrosis, which frequently 


afflicts young persons. In this 
there is liquid retention in body 
tissues, certain changes in blood 
proteins and lipids (fats), and 
collection of cholesterol in the 
kidneys. 


The expected outcome in this 
is quite good with modern treat­ 
ment. However, relapses are 
known to occur. 
You don’t indicate how long 
ago your son had this problem. 
He should be checked periodical­ 
ly for kidney function. They 
should also include blood 
chemistry tests, urinalysis, blood 
pressure determination, as well 
as kidney function. Since he is a 
teenager, and since the disorder 
is one affecting the kidneys, I 
think he should defer the 
experimenting until he is older. 
Tell him to explain his medical 
situation frankly to his friends.

Where Did The Hurricanes G o ? 


MIAMI (AP) - Television 
stations are broadcasting 
hurricane survival hints; 
hardware retailers are adver­ 
tising hurricane storm shutters, 
weather forecasters are 
transmitting hurricane ad­ 
visories. 
But something is missing — 
hurricanes. 
The tropics have been un­ 
usually quiet this year, and there 
has been no sign of storm activi­ 
ty since the hurricane season 
began June 1. The season of­ 
ficially ends Nov. 30. 
Daily tropical weather ad­ 
visories issued by forecasters for 
residents of the hurricane­ 
conscious East and Gulf coasts 
have been monotonously similar 
to the brief one sent Tuesday: 
"Conditions are unfavorable for 
tropical storm development 
through Wednesday ” 
‘ 'We’re thankful that it is 
quiet," said Neil Frank, director 


of the National Hurricane 
Center. “ When things begin to 
happen, they can happen rather 
quickly.” 
Almost no one who has been 
through a hurricane looks 
forward to another one, but 
some retailers would not mind a 
good scare or two. 
"It has certainly slowed sales 
down,” said Ken Rauth, a 
Hollywood, Fla., distributor of 
storm and security shutters. 
“ When people hear about 
storms, they become more apt to 
purchase shutters. 
"All you need to stimulate 
business is to know that a couple 
of storms are brewing,” he said. 
“ I ’m not wishing for trouble, but 
it helps ” 
By this date last year, there 
had been two tropical storms, 
one of which developed into a 
hurricane, and five lesser 
weather systems known as 
depressions.

The Salk polio vaccine was in­ 
troduced 20 years ago. In spite of 
this, polio has occurred. 
The Nebraska M edical 
Association says the occurrence 
is prim arily in areas or 
neighborhoods where the vac­ 
cine has not been fully utilized. 
Small, localized outbreaks of 
paralytic polio will exist as long 
as many persons do not care or 
do not realize the necessity of 
adequate immunization. 


Two different polio vaccines 
are available. The Salk vaccine is 
a suspension of the three types 
of polio virus which have been 
killed. The Sabin or oral polio 
vaccine is live polio virus which 
has been modified sufficiently in 
the laboratory so it will not 
cause the disease. 


There is a separate Sabin oral 
vaccine for each of the three 
types of polio virus, and one oral 
vaccine that contains all three 
types. 
The Salk vaccine is injected as 
early as six months of age. Some 
manufacturers combine the Salk 
vaccine with a child's DPT shot 
for a four-in-one shot. Booster 
shots every two years thereafter 
are recommended in order to 
maintain immunity.

Kent Wendler, a graduate student at the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln, already 
has the voyage down to one computation. 
He punches in a number (the amount of 
fuel he wants, to burn), then waits for the 
go-ahead flash. He punches again — the 
number of seconds the fuel will be burned, 
which he keeps a secret Coming up ... 
first radar check.

Amazing. 


Computer games are almost as old as 


computer technology itself. As computers 
grew more sophisticated, so did the games. 


In the early 90s, one computer was in- 


structed to tap out messages to Jhe tane of 
"Ob My Darfio' Oementine," 


Printing out pictures soon was in vogue 


and, roost of the programmers being men, 
revealing pictures of women were par- 
ticularly popular. A computer in St. Louis 
was programmed to print a picture of a 
woman seated on a stool By pushing ap- 
propriate buttons, she removed roost — 
but not all — of her dotting. 


Hie termmali in Ferguson Han (which 


are used for dan instruction and university 
business), « wen « the statebonse and 
Federal Bufldtog computers, are connected 


to the IBM Model 65 computer in Nebraska 
Hall 


This computer can print out pictures... 


that is, when it's not already overloaded 
with a barrage of inputs, Wendler said 
Students have constructed portraits of such 
luminaries as Mickey Mouse, Pluto and 
Goofy, hanging their portraits on the first 
floor of Ferguson Hall 


Many computer games are available, 


although Wendler said the IBM 22-60 dis- 
play terminals have a rather limited selec- 
tion 


But the list is still impressive: Tic-Tac- 


Toe, Dice, Marylou 1 (a dice game), Ar- 
tillery, Pin Ball, Russian Roulette, Lunar 1 
— Moon Landing, Nim, Goal—Escape the 
Planet, Blackhawk, Kentucky Horse Race, 
Walk — A Drunk's Dilemma and Turtle 1. 


Many computer games are programmed 


by enterprising graduate students. Wendler 
himself invented Walk — A Dnnk's Dilem- 
ma, which he explains is not a real game, 
but a "simulation." 


In Drunk's Dilemma, a drunk leans on a 


lamp post, halfway between home and the 
bar. By continually punching the "Next" 
button, the computer randomly selects 
numbers, staggering the drunk either 
toward home or back to the bar. Where the 
drunk ends is totally by chance, Wendler 
said. 


Another computer science graduate stu- 


dent, Dan Corfall, designed PARTNER 
(Pattern Actuated Responses to Natural 
English Ramblings) while a senior at UNL. 
He connects the terminal — through 
telephone lines — to the IBM 370 in the 
Capitol Building. 


To converse with PARTNER, the user 


types one or more statements, using nor- 
mal punctuation and sentence structure. 
PARTNER analyzes the statement and 
flashes back a hopefully suitable response. 
.. except when he is stymied by the state- 
ment, then he usually resorts to one of two 
stock answers "My mother was' a com- 
puter" or "Who cares?" Or he may com- 
pletely change the subject 


The entire dialogue is eerily human (you 


keep forgetting to can PARTNER an "it," 
not a "be")... nice talking to a person in 
another room, conducting a conversation 
through teletypewriters. 


The most sophisticated of the univer- 


sity's computer games are available on the 
Plato terminal, connected to the central 
computer in Arden Hills, Minn. 


Movies such as "2001: A Space Odyssey" 


have romanticized the computer as a prac- 
tically andefeatable chess partner. Actual- 
ly, the game has so many variables, it's 
hard to program it effectively. 


Plato has a chess game, but with two 


human players at different terminals, die 
computer acting only as the board. The 
University of Ufinois has a computer that 
plays chess, Wendler said, that "goes to 
pieces in the middle game." 


Plito pkyi i fair game of checkers, 


Wendler srid, aWx*^ "soroeBroes it 
makes foolish mistakes;' The bridge game 


is a little unsophisticated, Wendler said, 
and can be frustrating... the computer has 
a way of stacking the deck. 


It plays other card games, too, like hearts 


and blackjack, the computer as dealer. 


Plato offers a variety of games. 
Some are purely graphic — "art games," 


the computer calls them Like watching 
Captain Kangaroo's magic drawing board, 
the user pushes the advance button, then 
sits back as the computer generates 
etchings of orange light — everything from 
an Escher drawing to a continuously 
regenerating snowflake. 


Plato is not all fun and games, as 


Wendler points out to all "Philistines that 
think you can't spend money (in this case, 
510,000) with any pretense of having fun " 
Gaming is only a fringe benefit from the 
computer's usual business and educational 
uses. 


But games can be educational, especially 


as a training device for computer 
programmers. There are learning games, 
Wendler said, he would proudly show to 
the "most callous disbelievers in 
technology." 
' One of these, How the West Was Won, 


teaches elementary students basic addi- 
tion, substraction, multiplication and divi- 
sion. The two players — one representing 
the Union Pacific Railroad, the other a 
Wells Fargo wagon — travel the Old West 
Trail, through such cities as Tombstone, 
Dodge City and Dry Gulch, 


Other games resemble those found in 


local bars and arcades. The simpler of the 
electronic games is Dogfight — the object: 
shooting down your opponent's plane while 
avoiding his fire. 


More challenging is Moon Walk, where 


the player, by punching in the angle and 
direction of his moves, either shoots at his 
opponent or dodges him by hiding behind 
mountains. 


Some of the most popular games are 


more cerebral and science-fiction in 
nature. Those include Conquest, where, as 
the ruler of a planet, you try to conquer all 
other planets in the solar system; Star 
Trek, in winch, as Captain Kirk in proxy, 
your mission is to destroy the Kiingons; 
and Empire, which involves wiping out all 
opposition — Vnicans, Romulans, 
whatever — from the sky. 


That's a drastic overjamplication, with 


no attention to variables like fuel soppry, 
flight strength or phasor power. But there's 
no denying Empire's popularity. It has 
been played 9,445 times since June 7. 


Although Wendler plays the games 


"more than I should," he said their novelty 
is gone. 


"I'd rather work on my own games. It's 


much more fun." 


Wendler has a new game on the drawing 


board that he said wffl take rate than 
three months to complete. It's a trip 
through a mythical dungeon, using spells 
and swords for protection, trying to find 
LujicJ treasure. 


But watch out for the monsters and 


beasts along the way... they cm kffl you.

Bike Trails'A Mess' 


TAttl'vANDERBEEK, 
. finds bindweed growing in crack.

Recreational bicyclists are not overjoyed with bike trails in- 


stalled in Lincoln parks during the past few yean. 


Complaints have been registered with city officials that the 


trails are both poorly designed and poorly constructed. * 


Some turns are banked the wrong way, some sight distances 


are so short that bicyclists are forced to travel at a snail's pace, 
the paths are/too narrow (six feet). 


Critics also complain that the trails are poorly built, already 


criss-crossed with deep cracks. 


Weeds poking through in some stretches are harbingers of 


rapid deterioration in the future, critics contend. 


"They're a mess," agrees Nancy Rowch of the Mayor's Bicy- 


cle Committee. "We get complaints all the time." 


"They're not perfect," admits Don Smith, director of the City 


Parks and Recreation Department. 


About nine and one-half miles of the trails have been installed 


in city parks in the last three years at a cost of about $133,000, ac- 
cording to Smith. 


The trails were put in by personnel in Smith's department 


using the department's own machinery. 


Longest trails are-found in Interstate Park, Pioneer Park, 


Antelope Park and Trendwood Park. Other shorter trails are. 
found in Van Dorn, Seacrest and Herbert Parks. 


Efforts were made during construction to combat the 


problems of weeds growing through the asphalt, according to 
Smith. 


He said the soil was treated chemically to deter any plant 


growth. It didn't work and by then it was too late, Smith said. 


"Bindweed will grow through anything," Smith said. 
Ms. Rowch, secretary to the bicycle committee, said the com- 


mittee is recommending construction standards to the Parks and 
Recreation Department to avoid repeating past mistakes. 


' The committee has been working on the standards for some 


time she said. Basically they follow federal standards. 


Ms. Rowch has her own complaint on the bike trail in 


Antelope Park from Sheridan to A St. She would like to see a 
stoplight crossing installed on South St. so bicyclists would not 
have to brave four-lane traffic. 


Not all bicyclists enthusiastically endorse the concept of the 


recreational bike trials, according to William Lammers of the U.S. 
Cycling Federation. 


"The avid bicyclist doesn't advocate bike paths. He feels at 


home on the road and obeys all the laws of the road," Lammers 
said. 


Lammers said the trails are better suited to hikers. And in 


fact the trails are billed as "hiker-biker trails," suitable for 
walking.

At any rate, Smith admits, "We're going to have to go back

West won the spade with the 
jack. West continued with the 
king of spades, everyone 
following low, and now, for 
practical purposes, that was the 
end of the hand. South easily 
scored the rest of the tricks 
after drawing trumps. 


The contract would have 


failed if East — instead of 
automatically following low — 
had overtaken the king of 
spades with the ace and played 
a third round of spades.

Actually, that's what East 


should have done! He could see 
that there was very little chance 
of beating the contract unless 
the defense could score three 
spade tricks. For this to be 
possible, he had to assume — 
after West produced the king of 
spades at trick three — that 
West had the doubleton K-J of 
spades. 


To overtake the king of 


spades with the ace could cost 
nothing, even if West had the K- 
J-9 of spades. True, the ace play 
•would make dummy's ten high 
after Smith's queen fell on {he 
trick, but, even so, it would do 
nothing more than band 
declarer a useless trick. 
CH-ertaking the king and playing 
a third spade bad a chance to 
gain a trick, but could not lose 
one.

weeks ago I blacked out Jut for 
a short time.

My doctor told me 
it was caused by a blockage of an 
artery to the brain. But he didn't 
call It a stroke. 


I am now wondering if I could 


have had a stroke. I am taking 
medication for circulation. In 
your opinion could this have 
been a little stroke? - Mrs. F. 
B. 


A "little stroke" is usually 


defined as a disruption of brain 
function, brief in duration and 
with very minor damage. Yours 
sounds like a classic example. 


However, it is difficult to dis- 


tinguish between what is called 
"a little stroke" and what in fan- 
cy terms is known as a transient 
ischemic (iss-KEE-mik) attack. 
For short it is called a "HA." 
Ischemic means a loss of blood, 
and transient means the loss is 
temporary. TIAs are often war- 
ning signals of future "little 
strokes" or major ones.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: We have 


a teenage son who, when be was 
young, bad nephrosis. He has not 


bad an attack slice. What we 
want to know If: Could it 
return? Aid to alcohol more 
dangerous for him than for other 
teenagers? They all teem to 
experiment at this age. — Mr. 
and Mrs. G. 


There are different types of 


causes of nephrosis, a term 
referring to a specific disease of 
the kidneys. I presume that what 
your son had was lipoid 
nephrosis, which frequently 
afflicts young persons. In this 
there is liquid retention in body 
tissues, certain changes in blood 
proteins and lipids (fats), and 
collection of cholesterol in the 
kidneys. 


The expected outcome m this 


is quite good with modern treat- 
ment. However, relapses are 
known to occur. 


You don't indicate how long 


ago your son .had this problem. 
He should be checked periodical- 
ly for kidney function. They 
should also include blood 
chemistry tests, urinalysis, blood 
pressure determination, as well 
as kidney function. Since he is a 
teenager, and.since the disorder 
is one affecting the kidneys, I 
think' he should defer the 
experimenting until he is older. 
Tell him to explain his medical 
situation frankly to his friends.

The Salk polio vaccine was in- 


troduced 20 years ago. In spite of 
this, polio has occurred. 


The Nebraska Medical 


Association says the occurrence 
is primarily in areas or 
neighborhoods where the vac- 
cine has not been fully utilized. 


Small, localized outbreaks of 


paralytic polio will exist as long 
as many persons do not care or 
do not realize the necessity of 
adequate immunization. 


Two different polio vaccines 


are available. The Salk vaccine is 
-a suspension of the three types 
of polio virus which have been 
killed. The Sabin or oral polio 
vaccine is live polio virus which 
has been modified sufficiently in 
the laboratory so it will not 
cause the disease. 


There is a separate Sabin oral 


vaccine for each of the three 
types of polio virus, and one oral 
vaccine that contains all three 
types 


The Salk vaccine is injected as 


early as six months of age. Some 
manufacturers combine the Salk 
vaccine with a child's DPT shot 
for a four-in-one shot. Booster 
shots every two years thereafter 
are recommended in order to 
maintain immunity.

W ASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate voted Tuesday 
to ex tend for at least 18 months a » lS-billion-a-y ear 
package of individual tax cuts intended to fight the 
economic recession 


The ex tension, which is ex pected to win House ap­ 
proval, would protect most Americans from an in­ 
crease in the income tax through Dec. 31, 19 77. 
On a 6 6 -28 vote the Senate accepted an amendment 
by Sen James B. Allen, D-Ala., that continues the 
major part of the reduction for 18 months. The 
Senate Finance Committee, in writing the tax - 
revision bill to which the cuts are attached, 
recommended a 12-month ex tension. 


In another action affecting millions of tax pay ers, 
the Senate voted 50 to 42 to continue allowing full 
deduction of all state and local gasoline tax es. The

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
growth rate for the economy was 
cut in half during the spring 
q ua rte r, 
the 
g ove rnm e nt 
reported Tuesday , but ad­ 
m inistration economists said 
things should pick up soon. 
The Commerce Department 
reported that, primarily due to 
adjustments in business inven­ 
tories, the volume of total 
econom ic output for April 
through June was up at an an­ 
nual rate of 4 4 per cent com­ 
pared to the 9 .2 per cent growth 
in the first quarter. 
The slower growth was no sur­ 
prise and went a long way 
toward ex plaining the fact that 
u nemploy ment increased during 
the spring quarter. 
B ut 
t h e 
C o m m e r c e 
D epartm ents chief economist 
said he ex pects growth at a rate 
of between 5 per cent and 6 per 
cent over the balance of the 
y ear “The figures indicate that 
economic growth is continuing 
at a moderately strong pace." 
said John W Kendrick. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said the figures il­ 
lustrate a ragged but still steady 
recovery . 
The new figures measured the 
nation's Gross National Product, 
or GNP, which constitutes the 
total output of goods and ser­ 
vices in the economy It is the 
broadest measure of economic 
conditions and provides a key m- 
d îeation of whether the economy 
is growing fast enough to create 
new jobs and how seriously in­ 
flation is sapping growth 
The slower growth was accom- 
p amed by a faster pace of infla­ 
tion. Prices in the GNP ac­ 
counts, which includes prices 
paid by business as well as con­ 
sumers, climbed at an annual 
rate of 4 7 per cent First quarter 
price increases amounted to an 
annual rate of 3.2 per cent. 
The value of the GNP was at 
an annual rate of $1,6 7 3 billion 
for the quarter. Per capita dis- 
p osable income amounted to $5,- 
452 compared to $5,347 for the 
previous quarter. 
In a separate report the 
C ommerce Departm ent said 
Americans personal income for

The key factor m the slower 
total economic growth was a 
slower pace of inventory buildup 
by business Businesses had cut

Then in the first 
quarter, they suddenly restocked 
inventories at an annual rate of 
$14 8 billion 
Men and women were called 
back to production lines to 
restock shelves But in the se­ 
cond quarter, inventories grew 
at a slower pace, an annual rate 
of $13 3 billion 
Thus output 
grew more slowly and the labor 
market reflected the change 
Unemploy ment stood at 7 .5 
per cent at the end of the first 
quarter and was in the same spot 
at the end of the second quarter 
In fact, because of population 
growth and the re-entry of dis­ 
couraged job seekers into the 
labor market, the labor force

Kendnek said he feels inven­ 
tory fluctuations have settled 
down now so that future gains in 
final demand will be translated 
directly into increase output 
Despite the overall economic 
perform ance in the second 
quarter, final sales grew at an 
annual rate of 4 7 per cent com­ 
pared to 3 7 per cent in the first 
q uarter Kendnek attnbuted the 
higher inflation rate to food and 
fuel prices and said they should 
stabilize in the months ahead 
And a separate report from 
the Federal Reserve Board said 
manufacturing operated 
at 73 
per cent of capacity in the se­ 
cond quarter of the y ear That 
was up from 7 2 1 per cent the 
previous quarter. 


deduction to that amount above $50 a y ear. 
Here is how the ex tension would affect ty pical 
families: A four-member family earning $15,000 a 
y ear would pay $18 0 more if there were no ex tension. 
For a single person earning $8,000, the figure is $182; 
for a couple with no children and earning $10,000, the 
f igure is $204. 


Hardest hit by a failure to ex tend the tax reduction 
would be poor, working families with children. A $6 ,- 
000 per y ear family would lose $445 a y ear if the tax 
cuts were not renewed. 


Before the Senate resumed work on the tax bill, 
the Finance Committee opened hearings on ac­ 
cusations by several senators that the 1.56 3-page bill 
caters to special interests. 
However, the first day of hearings gave no indica­ 
tion that the committee would reverse itself on 


dozens of amendments that aimed to provide hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars worth of tax relief to 
businesses. Many of the amendments would affect 
only one or two companies. 


Allen’s amendment to ex tend the individual tax 
cuts through Dec. 31, 19 77, came as a surprise. 
Allen said an ex tension through the full calendar 
y ear was necessary to give tax pay ers full benefit of 
the major part of the reduction, which is a $35-per- 
person tax credit. Virtually all individuals pay tax es 
on a calendar-y ear basis, not the fiscal-y ear concept 
embraced by government. 


Despite all the arguments, however, it is generally 
agreed that barring a sharp increase in inflation, the 
credit probably will be made permanent sometime 
nex t y ear. 
The package of tax cuts technically ex pired on July 


1. But workers were protected against any increase 
in pay roll withholding by an emergency law that 
froze withholding rates until Sept. 1. During the in­ 
terim, C onfess is ex pected to complete action on 
the big tax bill that includes ex tension of the cuts. 
Here is how the three parts of the tax cut work: 
— Every tax pay er is allowed to subtract from tax es 
owed $35 for himself and each of his dependents. Or, 
he may subtract 2 per cent of his first $9 ,000 of 
tax able income, up to $180. The tax pay er may select 
the more beneficial option. 


This provision would be ex tended only through 
Dec. 31, 19 77. 


—For benefit only to persons who do not itemize 
deductions, the standard deductions have been in­ 
creased to a minimum of $1,700 for single persons 
and $2,100 for couples. The max imum standard 


deduction is 16 per cent of adjusted gross income, up 
to $2,400 for single persons and $2,8 00 
fo r couples. 


- T o give poor families an incentive for keeping 
their jobs and stay ing off welfare, a special tax credit 
— which is subtracted from tax es owed — is allowed. 
Under this provision, such families with children 
may subtract from tax es 10 per cent of earned in­ 
come up to $4,000. This results in a max imum credit 
of $400 which scales down before being phased out 
when income reaches the $8 ,000 level. 
Because of this “work bonus," it would be the 
poorest families that would lose the most should the 
tax cuts not be ex tended. 
The package of tax cuts, along with other 
provisions, was enacted in March 19 75 to help the 
economy recover from a deep recession. The cuts 
w ere renewed last December to run through June 30.

general manager Henry Brandt 
and said: 
“Look at that, we go 60 day s 
here and nothing goes wrong. 
You tak e ov er and screw u p all 
the telev isions ev en before the 
eighth race," he jok ed. 
A 20-minu te black ou t of Ak - 
Sar-Ben’s closed circu it telev i­ 
sion sets was the only bleak spot 
Tu esday in an otherw ise 
su ccessfu l day on the first of 15 
day s of the Lincoln horse races 
at Ak -Sar-Ben. 
Ak -Sar-Ben will host three 
week s of the Lincoln meet and 
Colu mbu s will hav e 10 day s 
while constru ction continu es on 
a new grandstand at Lincoln. 
“It’s abou t an av erage day for 
u s. Bu t it was so hot and hu mid. 
We did ju st abou t this last 
week ,’’ Beck er said. “I think 
things hav e gone ju st fine for u s 
on the first day .” 


While the Tu esday totals were 
far from Omaha records, 
needless to say , they were Lin­ 
coln records. The crowd of 9,84 0 
wagered $97 2.660. In fact, the 
per capita betting figu re of 
$100 90 was the second highest 
mark in Omaha history . 
On opening day last y ear in 
Lincoln, 6,220 patrons wagered 
$354 ,302. 
The only noticeable changes 
for patrons was a new cov er on 
the official program and the 
words “Nebr. State Fr.” on 
mu tu al tick ets rather than Ak -

“She ran a good race,” he 
added. “She ran on her own and 
had q u ite a bit of speed at the 
start so I didn’t hav e to pu sh 
her,” 
As the 1.80-1 choice, Go Go Jet 
scooted to a 1:111-5 timing and 
defeated sev en fillies and mares 
It was her third v ictory with one 
second and one third in sev en 
197 6 ou tings. 
She retu rned $5,20, $3.60 and 
$3 20. The Kemling Bros’. Pat­ 
sy ’s Reign, ridden by Dav id 
Whited, made her late charge 
and earned second to retu rn

American Men's Swim Sweep Lik elier 


MONTREAL (UPI) - A sweep of all the 
Oly mpic swimming ev ents for men, a feat that 
nev er has been accomplished, is look ing more 
and more possible ev ery day for the y ou ng team 
assembled by the United States 
And if his teammates spend a little more time 
talk ing to 17 -y ear-old Brian Goodell, it ju st cou ld 
happen 
Goodell, the positiv e-think ing high 
school 
stu dent whose emergence ov er the last month 
sy mbolizes the rapid dev elopment of America's 
latest g-ou p of Oly mpic swimmers, recently com­ 
pleted a cou rse called "Let go of the cook ie." 
“It means get y ou r head together,” Goodell 
said. 
The y ou n^ter has 
been getting his head 
together by talk ing to himself, figu rativ ely , 
du ring his races He say s that helps him endu re 
du ring the mind-bending grind of his specialty , 
the most gru elling ev ent in the sport, the 1,500- 
meter freesty le. 
"I talk to my self du ring a race,” he said, 
Tu esday night, Goodell said, ‘the first 600 
meters went lik e a dream, lik e I was in bed, 
pretending I was swimming." 
“Then I said, ‘This is the Oly mpics Wak e u p 
Keep going.’ ” 
He did. 
Goodell k nock ed fou r seconds off his month-old 
work ! record, swimming 
1,500 
meters 
in 
15 02.4 0. Then John Hoick en. a Stanford stu dent 


who had won a gold medal at Mu nich in 197 2, too, 
tu rned in his third straight world record perfor­ 
mance to win the 100-meter breaststrok e in 
1:03.11. 
Henck en was ask ed abou t the talk of a gold 
medal sweep. 
“It 
k eeps 
ev ery body all psy ched u p,” he 
said. “It’s lik e a log. It ju st k eeps rolling on.” 
Jenny Chandler, a slender, good-look ing, 17- 
y ear-old from Lincoln, Ala,, won the gold medal 
in women’s three-raeter springboard div ing, and a 
29-y ear-old Army R eserv ist nam ed Don 
Haldeman of Sou derton, Pa., added a fou rth for 
the U.S. in trap shooting. 
It all added u p to the United States' best day 
y et at the XXI Su mmer Oly mpics and pu t the 
Americans ahead in the race for ov erall medals. 
Bu t it was v ery nearly a day of disaster 
Ihe U.S. Oly mpic bask etball team, riding high 
following a 20-point opening-game v ictory ov er an 
Italian team that was ex pected to prov ide some of 
its t o u g h e s t competition, was pu shed to the 
limit before escaping with a 95-94 v ictory ov er 
Pu erto Rico, which had lost its first game by 21 
points to Yu goslav ia. 


It is sw im m ing, how ev er, that —as 
alway s—dominates 
the early day s of the 
Games, and there the only word to describe the 
U.S. men is “perfect ” 
For sev eral y ears, the dev elopment of new 


stars in swimming was hindered becau se of the 
domination of su perstars lik e Don Schollander in 
the mid-6 0's and later Mark Spitz, winner of an in­ 
credible sev en gold medals—all in world record 
time—at Mu nich. 
Bu t in this Oly mpics, fiv e ev ents hav e been con­ 
tested for men. Fiv e different Americans hav e 
won them all, and each has been in world record 
time 
The swimmers are talk ing abou t an u n­ 
precedented 13-forl3 sweep. Their coach, James 
“Doc” Cou nsilman, is telling them to stop 
talk ing. 
Bu t there are only two ev ents of the eight still 
to come in which the Americans are not fav ored 
One of them comes u p Wednesday night, the 100- 
meter bu tterfly in which Roger Py ttel of East 
Germany is fav ored. U.S. swimmers, howev er, 
q u alified 2-3-4 behind Py tell Tu esday night. 
Tu esday ’s resu lts left the U.S. with a total of 
sev en gold medals and 16 ov erall. East Germany 
has six golds and a total of 14. 
East Germany maintained its domination of 
women’s swimming with the v ictory of Petra 
Thu mer in world record time of 4 :09 89, barely 
beating ou t American Shirley Babashoff. The 
East Germans also got a gold medal performance 
from Klau s-Jergen Gru nk e in the 1,000-meter 
cy cling time trial Japan won the men’s team gy m­ 
nastics competition, and Nik olai Kolesnik ov of 
the USSR won the featherweight weightlifting

Bill Holmes, the 19-y ear-old 
former Lincoln East and Univ er­ 
sity of Nebrask a football play er 
who died Su nday in his sleep, 
had a heart disorder with 
enlargem ent, according to 
preliminary au topsy findings 
Dr. Harlan Papenfu ss, the 
pathologist, said the disorder — 
idiopathic cardiomy opathy - is 
an abnormality of the heart of 
u nk nown cau se. 
Mik e Heck , former Papiilion 
and Creighton Umv emty bask et­ 
ball play er, died in his steep in 
December of 1974 from enlarge­ 
ment of the heart at age 20 
The prelim inary au topsy 
report discou nts the original 
thou ght that hy pogly cemia, from 
which Holmes su ffered, was a 
factor m his death 
Nebrask a football coach Tom 
Osborne Tu esday endorsed the 
idea of a Holmes memorial 
proposed by East football coach 
Lee Zen Uc 
“It’s a wonderfu l tribu te to a 
fine athlete and a fine person,” 
Osborne said Memorials can be 
sent to the family home at 7 134 
Du dley 
Osborne and Zen tic mil be 
pallbearers at Holmes fu neral 
Wednesday at 11 a m at the 
United Methodist Chu rch at 80th 
and St Pau l Sts

Airport Limousine Co. 
To Suspend Service

Starting Sept. 1, the Lincoln 


Municipal Airport will be 
without limousine service for 60 
days, and maybe for good. 


John Klee Kamp, director of 


the service, told the Lincoln Air- 
port Authority Tuesday that the 
operation wasn't profitable and 
blamed hotel courtesy cars for 
eating awat at" his business. 


Kleekamp said his company 


will suspend limousine service 
for two months and decide after 
that time whether to reinstate it. 


"It's a matter of economics," 


Kleekamp said. "It doesn't 
appear to met. that there is 
enough business to sustain taxi 
cabs and limousine service and 
hotel courtsey cars." 


The limousine service and cab 


companies pay for the right to 
park in front of the terminal and 
wait for passengers. The hotel 
courtesy cars are not allowed to 
park, only to pick up and dis- 
charge passengers. 


Kleekamp charged that some 


hotel cars drivers park at the 
curb and solicit passengers in- 
side the terminal. 


Kleekamp said his company 


wanted to drop, the limousine, 
service and start an air freight 
operation. Joseph Hampton, 
authority board member, told 


Kleekamp the board may not ap- 
prove such a business if the 
limousine service was dropped. 


"That almost sounds like 


blackmail to me," Kleekamp 
said. 


The board instructed member 


• Don Geis to form a committee to 
study the limousine problems 
and make a report at the August 
meeting. 
, In other business, the board 
was told the noise level studies 
in the proposed Highland North 
development were underway, 
but not completed.

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Senafe Vofes To Extend Individual Tax Cuts Through 1977 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate voted Tuesday 


to extend for at-least 18 months a 115-billion-a-year 
package of individual tax cuts intended to fight the 
economic recession. 


The extension, which is expected to win House ap- 


proval, would protect most Americans from an in- 
crease in the income tax through Dec. 31,1977. 


On a 66-28 vote the Senate accepted an amendment 


by Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., that continues the 
major part of the reduction for 18 months. The 
Senate Finance Committee, in writing the tax- 
revision bill to which the cuts are attached, 
recommended a 12-month extension. 


In another action affecting millions of taxpayers, 


the Senate voted 50 to 42 to continue allowing full 
deduction of all state and local gasoline taxes. The 
Finance Committee recommended limiting the 
Grow//? 
Rate Cut 
In Half 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


growth rate for the economy was 
cut in half during the spring 
quarter, the government 
reported Tuesday, but ad- 
ministration economists said 
things should pick up soon. 


The Commerce Department 


reported that, primarily due to 
adjustments in business inven- 
tories, the volume of total 
economic output for April 
through June :was up at an an- 
nual rate of 4.4 per cent com- 
pared to the 9.2 per cent growth 
in the first quarter. 


The slower growth was no sur- 


prise and went a long way 
toward explaining the fact that 
unemployment increased during 
the spring quarter. 


But 
the 
Commerce 


Department's chief economist 
said he expects growth at a rate 
of between 5 per cent and 6 per 
cent over the balance of the 
year. "The figures indicate that 
economic growth is continuing 
at a moderately strong pace," 
said John W. Kendrick. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said the figures il- 
lustrate a ragged but still steady 
recovery. 


The new figures measured the 


nation's Gross National Product, 
or GNP, which constitutes the 
total output of goods and ser- 
vices in the economy. It is the 
broadest measure of economic 
conditions and provides a key in- 
d ication of whether the economy 
is growing fast enough to create 
new jobs and how seriously in- 
flation is sapping growth. 


The slower growth was accom- 


p anied by a faster pace of infla- 
tion. Prices in the GNP ac- 
counts, which includes prices 
paid by business as well as con- 
sumers, climbed at an annual 
rate of 4.7 per cent. First quarter 
price increases amounted to an 
annual rate of 3.2 per cent 


The value of the GNP was at 


an annual rate of {1,673 billion 
for the quarter. Per capita dis- 
p osable income amounted to $5,- 
452 compared to $5,347 for the 
previous quarter. 


In a separate report the 


Commerce Department 
said 


Americans' personal income for 
the month of June increased by 
an annual rate of $6 billion or 
four-tenths of 1 per cent to an 
annual rate of $1,368.9 billion. It 
was the smallest increase of the 
year. 


The key factor- in the slower 


total economic growth was a 
slower pace of inventory buildup 
by business. Businesses bad cut 
back on inventories throughout 
1975 rather than satisfying de- 
mand exclusively from current 
production. Then in the first 
quarter, they suddenly restocked 
inventories at an annual rate of 
$14.8 billion. 
~ 


Men and women were called 


back to production lines to 
restock shelves. But in the se- 
cond quarter, inventories grew 
at a slower pace, an annual rate 
of $13.3 billion. Thus output 
grew more slowly and the labor 
market reflected the change. 


Unemployment stood at 7.5 


per cent at the end of the first 
quarter and was in the same spot 
at the end of the second quarter. 
In fact, because of population 
growth and the re-entry of dis- 
couraged job seekers into tbe 
labor market, the labor force 
grew and unemployment 
swelled by 116,000 to hit 7.1 
naffion in Jane. 


fendrick said he feels imen- 


tory fluctuations hare settled 
down now so that future gains in 
final demand win be translated 
directly into increase output 
Despite tbe overall economic 
performance in tbe second 
quarter, final sales grew at an 
annual rate of 4.7 per cent com- 
pared to 3.7 per cent in the first 
q uarter. Kendrick attributed the 
higher inflation rate to food and 
fuel prices and said they should 
stabiiiae in tbe months ahead.

deduction to that amount above $50 a year. 


Here is how the extension would affect typical 


families: A four-member family earning $15,000 a 
year would pay $180 more if there were no extension. 
For a single person earning $8,000, the figure is $182; 
for a couple with no children and earning $10,000, the 
figure is $204. 


Hardest hit by a failure to extend the tax reduction 


would be poor, working families with children. A $6,- 
000 per year family would lose $445 a year if the tax 
cuts were not renewed. 


Before the Senate resumed work on the tax bill, 


the Finance Committee opened hearings on ac- 
cusations by several senators that the 1,563-page bill 
caters to special interests. 


However, the first day of hearings gave no indica- 


tion that the committee would reverse itself on 


dozens of amendments that aimed to provide hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars worth of tax relief to 
businesses. Many of the amendments would affect 
only one or two companies. 


Allen's amendment to extend the individual tax 


cuts through Dec. 31,1977, came as a surprise. 


Allen said an extension through the full calendar 


year was necessary to give taxpayers full benefit of 
the major part of the reduction,,which is a $35-per- 
person tax credit. Virtually all individuals pay taxes 
on a calendar-year basis, not the fiscal-year concept 
embraced by government. 


Despite all the arguments, however, it is generally 


agreed that barring a sharp increase in inflation, the 
credit probably will be made permanent sometime 
next year. 


The package of tax cuts technically expired on July 


1. But workers were protected against any increase 
in payroll withholding by an emergency law that 
froze withholding rates until Sept. 1. During the in- 
terim, Congress is expected to complete action on 
the big tax bill that includes extension of the cuts. 


Here is how the three parts of the tax cut work: 
—Every taxpayer is allowed to subtract from taxes 


owed $35 for himself and each of his dependents. Or, 
he may subtract 2 per cent of bis first $9,000 of 
taxable income, up to $180. The taxpayer may select 
the more beneficial option. 


This provision would be extended only through 


Dec. 31,1977. 


, —For benefit only to persons who do not itemize 
deductions, the standard deductions have been in- 
creased to a minimum of $1,700 for single persons 
and $2,100 for couples. The maximum standard 


deduction is 16 per cent of adjusted gross income, up 
to $2,400 for single persons and $2,800 /or couples. 


—To give poor families an incentive for keeping 


their jobs and staying off welfare, a special tax credit 
- which is subtracted from taxes owed - is allowed. 
Under this provision, such families with children 
may subtract from taxes 10 per cent of earned in- 
come up to $4,000. This results in a maximum credit 
of $400 which scales down before being phased out 
when income reaches the $8,000 level. 


Because of this "work bonus," it would be the 


poorest families that would lose the most should the 
tax cuts not be extended. 


The package of tax cuts, along with other 


provisions, was enacted in March 1975 to help the 
economy recover from a deep recession. The cuts 
were renewed last December to run through June 30. 
1976.

American Men's Swim Sweep Likelier 


MONTREAL (UPI) - A sweep of all the 
Olympic swimming events for men, a feat that 
never has been accomplished, is looking more 
and more possible every day for the young team 
assembled by the United-States 


And if his teammates spend a little more time 


talking to 17-year-old Brian Goodell, it just could 
happen 


Goodell, the positive-thinking high school 
student whose emergence over the last month 
symbolizes the rapid development of America's 
latest group of Olympic swimmers, recently com- 
pleted a course called "Let go of the cookie." 


"It means get your head together," Goodell 


said. 


The youngster has been getting his head 


together by talking to himself, figuratively, 
during his races. He says that helps him endure 
during me mind-bending grind of his specialty, 
the most gruelling event in the sport, the 1,500- 
meter freestyle. 


"I talk to myself during a race," he said. 
Tuesday night, Goodell said, "the first 600 


meters went like a dream, like I was in bed, 
pretending I was swimming." 


"Then I said, This is the Olympics. Wake up. 
Keep going.'" 
He did. 
Goodell knocked four seconds off his month-old 


world record, swimming 1,500 meters in 
15 £2.40. Then John Hencken, a Stanford student 


who had won a gold medal at Munich in 1972, too, 
turned m his third straight world record perfor- 
mance to win the 100-meter breaststroke in 
1.03.11. 


Hencken was asked about the talk of a gold 


medal sweep. 


"It keeps everybody all psyched up," he 


said "It's like a log. It just keeps rolling on." 


Jenny Chandler, a slender, good-looking, 17- 


year-old from Lincoln, Ala., won the gold medal 
in women's three-meter springboard diving, and a 
29-year-old Army Reservist named Don 
Baldeman of Souderton, Pa., added a fourth for 
the U.S. in trap shooting 


It an added up to the United States' best day 


yet at the XXI Summer Olympics and put the 
Americans ahead in the race for overall medals. 


But it was very nearly a day of disaster. 
Tne U.S. Olympic basketball team, riding high 


following a 20-point opening-game victory over an 
Italian team that was expected to provide some of 
its toughest competition, was pushed to the 
limit before escaping with a 95-94 victory over 
Puerto Rico, which had lost its first game by 21 
points to Yugoslavia. 


It is swimming, however, that —as 
always—dominates the early days of the 
Games, and there the only word to describe the 
U.S. men is "perfect" 


For several years, the development of new 


stars in swimming was hindered because of the 
domination of superstars like Don Schollander in 
the mid-60's and later Mark Spitz, winner of an in- 
credible seven gold medals—all in world record 
time—at Munich. 


But in this Olympics, five events have been con- 


tested for men. Five different Americans have 
won them all, and each has been in world record 
time. 


The swimmers are talking about an un- 


precedented !3-forl3 sweep^ Their coach, James 
"Doc" Counsilman, is telling them to stop 
talking. 


But there are only two events of the eight still 


to come in which the Americans are not favored. 
One of them comes up Wednesday night the 100- 
meter butterfly in which Roger Pyttel of East 
Germany is favored. U.S. swimmers, however, 
qualified 2*34 behind Pytell Tuesday night 


Tuesday's results left the U.S. with a total of 


seven gold medals and 16 overall East Germany 
has six golds and a total of 11 


East Germany maintained its domination of 


women's swimming with the victory of Petra 
Thinner in world record time of 4:09 89, barely 
beating out American Shirley Babashoff. The 
East Germans also got a gold medal performance 
from Klaus-Jergen Grunke in the 1,000-meter 
cycling time trial Japan won the men's team gym- 
nastics competition, and Nikolai Kolesnikov of 
the USSR won the featherweight weightlifting.

‘That’s what matters to m e: whether my 
films are po pular," said Po lanski. “ I make 
them mainly fo r audiences. If the critics 
like them, to o , that is also nice. But I do n’t 
read rev iews. There is little I can leam 
fro m them, and I find that the critics are 
beco ming mo re and mo re insulting . 
“ That is so mething new and disturbing . 
Rev iewers hav e beco me perso nal in their 
co mments, and they seem mo re interested 
in puns, alliteratio n and jo kes than in info r­ 
ming their readers abo ut a film’s merits.” 
Obv io usly Po lanski is a man o f stro ng 
o pinio ns. Screenwriter Ro bert To wne 
learned that when they clashed o v er the en-

ding o f “ Chinato wn.” To wnes o rig inal 
script ended with the death o f J o hn 
Husto n, the co rrupt land baro n who sired a 
child by his daug hter (Fay e Dunaway ).

To wne in interv iews 
has co mplained abo ut the directo r's in­ 
sistence o n the black iro ny . 
“ Why did I chang e the ending ?” 
Po lanski replied. “ Because his (To wne’s) 
ending was lo usy . It wo uld hav e left peo ple 
with the feeling that a kind o f pho ny justice 
had been fulfilled. The audience wo uld 
hav e g o ne ho me satisfied, with no thing left 
to think abo ut. That wo uld hav e been im­ 
mo ral. 


“ The audience sho uld be made to think 
and to feel fo r the v ictims o f wro ng do ing . 
Trag edy is alway s mo re impo rtant than 
farce and has mo re co nsequence. To tack a 
little happy ending o n a picture washes o ut 
all y o ur do ubts abo ut life.” 
Ite added: “ Bo b To wne alway s talks 
abo ut what I did to his ending . Why do esn't 
he talk abo ut the ei#it weeks I spent with 
him o n the script? He g o t the Oscar. Why Ls 
there no credit fo r my co ntributio ns to the 
script?” 
Bo m 42 y ears ag o in Paris, Po lanski g rew 
up in Po land where he started as a child ac­ 
to r. He turned film directo r and wo n inter­ 
natio nal attentio n with “ Knife in the 
Water” (Academy no minatio n, best fo reig n 


film, 19 6 2). He made three films in 
Eng land — “ Repulsio n,” “ Cul-de-Sac" and 
“ The Fearless Vampire Killers” (“ my 
mo st po pular film in Euro pe but ruined by 
MGM’s cutting here” ). “ Ro semary 's 
Baby ” in 19 6 8 established him as a to p 
Ho lly wo o d directo r. 
"The Tenant” marks Po lanski's return to 
his scare-film beg inning s. 
“ It has elements o f suspense and slig ht 
ho rro r, which audiences seem to like,” he 
remarked. Paramo unt bo ug ht the Ro land 
To po r no v el fo ur y ears ag o and sug ested it 
to Po lanski. “ It seemed to o clo se to 
‘Ro semary ’s Baby ,’ ” he said.

Miss., representing a coalition of 
civil rights groups, called Mon- 
day for an antitrust investi- 
gation of the NCAA and said the 
organization's television 
revenue policy "against black 
schools is akin to the racist 
policies of South Africa and 
Rhodesia." 


'Tin not sure I even want to 


give any comment on such a ri- 
diculous statement," said Dave 
Cawood of the NCAA staff 
headquarters here. 


Chambiiss was quoted as say- 


ing that under an agreement 
between the NCAA and ABC-TV 
black schools, if their teams 
appear on television, will re- 
ceive {160,000 or $240,000 if it's a 
national game." 


"ABC decides which games 


will be televised, and the tele- 
vision committee then approves 
the choices," Cawood sail 


"Schools in Division I will split 


1380,000 for a regional telecast 
and 1501,538 for a national 
game." 


Division H and m schools, 


which include the smaller and 
most of the predominantly 
black schoofc, will split {190,000 
for four regular season regional 
telecasts. 


"Schools in Divison 0 are 


there by choice," Cawood said. 
The predominantly btck Divi- 


sion n schools which appear on 
television such as Grambling or 
Tennessee State do not enjoy the 
same wide national interest as 
such Division I powers as, say, 
Texas or Arkansas. 


' 'Naturally, ABC is going to try 


to schedule the most com- 
mercially attractive games as 
possible," Cawood said, "and 
there is absolutely nothing ra- 
cially discriminatory about any 
of it" 


Cawood also dismissed a state- 


ment by Chambiiss that "there is 
no difference" between the 
relationship of professional 
baseball and its farm clubs and 
the relationship of the major 
football conferences and the 
National Football League. 


"Yon can shoot holes in that 


one easily," he said.

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Atheist Russia Busily Refurbishing Architecture O f Churches 


MOSCOW (AP) - In tiny 
whitewashed ro o ms o nce used 
by m o nks, So v iet artisans 
painstaking ly apply g o ld leaf to 
o rnate cro sses, hammer o ut in­ 
tricate brasswo rk, reto uch an­ 
cient ico ns 


The relig io us resto ratio n is 
being do ne with the blessing o f 
the anti-relig io us So v iet g o v ern­ 
ment, which has undertaken a 
busy new pro g ram to refurbish 
so me ex amples o f the natio n's 
church architecture. 


Few o f the resto red churches 
are used fo r wo rship. Of the 6 57 
churches that ex isted in Mo sco w 
o n the ev e o f the 1917 reo lutio n, 
o nly 10 0 to 150 stand to day , ac­ 
co rding to So v iet o fficials. 


Of these, o nly 46 still ho ld ser­ 
v ices, the Mo sco w Russian 
Ortho do x Patriarchy say s 


Others hav e fo und new incar­ 
natio ns as clubs, facto ries, o f­ 
fices, aquariums and anti- 
relig io us museums. 


Fo r half a century , the 
g raceful, 
delicately 
do med 
churches hav e been left fo r the 
mo st part to decay o r hav e been 
to m do wn in bursts o f atheistic 
enthusiasm. 


But in the last decade, the 
So v iets hav e appeared to feel 
less threatened by the natio n's 
past and mo re pro tectiv e o f its 
mo numents 


A new draft law no w under 
co nsideratio n wo uld set up 
p r o t e c t e d a r e a s a r o u n d 
d e s i g n a t e d 
h i s t o r i c a l 


mo numents, including many 
churches, 


A number o f newly resto red 
churches no w stand amo ng 
Mo sco w’s 
rising 
g lass-fro nted 
ho tels and o ffice building s, and 
so me o f the mo st impressiv e o f 
them are within the walls o f the 
Kremlin itself. 


“ We see these as architectural 
mo numents, no t mo numents to 
relig io n.” said Alex ander G. 
Khaltunn, directo r o f the So v iet 
Department o f Fine Arts and 
Resto ratio n. 


Speaking in an interv iew, he 
quo ted a pro clamatio n issued in 
1917 by the rev o lutio nary v ic­ 
to rs, urg ing their co mrades no t 
to tear do wn the churches and 
destro y relig io us art. 


"This is an art that talented 
peo ple co uld create ev en under 
the y o ke o f despo tism, which 
testifies to the beauty and 
streng th o f man's so ul,” the 
pro clamatio n read. 


But such sentiments were 
larg ely ig no red fo r decades, as 
so me o f the g ems o f church 
architecture were lev elled 
du rin g 
the 
Stal in 
and 
Khrushchev eras 


Stalin co nsidered tearing 
do wn St 
Basil’s Cathedral in 
Red Square, the baro que 16 th 
century cluster o f o nio n-shaped 
cupo las that is Mo sco w's mo st 
familiar sy mbo l. The church was 
to be sacrificed to ease the traf­ 
fic flo w thro ug h the big co bbled 
square. 


St. Basil’s was sav ed by 
strenuo us pro tests, including a 
suicide threat by an admiring 
architect. 


No t so fo rtunate was the 19th 
century Church o f Christ the 
Sav io r, o n the banks o f the 
Mo sco w Riv er near the Kremlin, 
which was described y ears ag o 
as the mo st richly deco rated 
church in the city . 


It was dy namited in the early 
193 0 s to make ro o m fo r o ne o f 
the 
bizarre g ing erb rea d 
sky scrapers Stalin was fo nd o f, 
but the subso il was fo und to be 
to o so ft, and a municipal swim­ 
ming po o l no w stands in its 
place. 


To day , the wo rking churches 
are larg ely respo nsible fo r their 
o wn resto ratio n, and so me o f 
them in Mo sco w and o ther 
affluent areas hav e maintained 
themselv es in sumptuo us splen­ 
do r thro ug h priv ate do natio ns. 
They are cra m m e d with 
priceless ico ns in wo rked g o ld 
and silv er frames 


Others strug g le ag ainst po v er­ 
ty , declining co ng reg atio ns and 
o fficial neg lect. 


The No v o spassky Mo nastery , 
where the artisans to il in their 
little sunlit ro o ms, is the central 
wo rksho p 
fo r 
state-suppo rted 
resto ratio ns aro und the So v iet 
Unio n. 


The mo nastery is itself under 
repair, and its o nce quiet 
g ro unds o v erlo o king the Mo sco w 
Riv er hav e clattered to life with 


the so unds o f buzz saws and ce­ 
ment mix ers. 
Crumbling walls are being 
sho red up, demo lished cupo las 
rebuilt with the aid o f ancient 
blueprints, and o ne 15th century 
wo o den to wer has been co m­ 
pletely reco nstructed. 


The directo r o f the wo rksho ps, 
Alex ander Chekmary ev , said the 
mo nastery wo uld ev entually 
beco me a museum o f church 
resto ratio n. 


Its wo rksho ps include a small 
apo thecary sho p where o rig inal 
pig ments are repro duced fro m 
herbs, berries, bark and ro o ts, 
fo llo wing the recipes o f ancient 
bo o ks. 
There is a g o ld-leaf ro o m, 
filled with larg e metal balls, 
cro sses and sectio ns o f cupo las, 
where the g o ld is applied with 
squirrel-tail 
brushes and 
smo o thed with wads o f co tto n. 


A metal-wo rking ro o m is hung 
like a cry pt with wro ug ht brass 
chains, cro sses, ico n-lamps and 
censo rs, and filled with the 
clang ing o f mallets. 


Churches are o nly part o f the 
wo rk o f the So v iet resto rers, 
who also to il o n the o ld palaces, 
So v iet memo rials like Lenin’s 
birthplace, and the Kremlin 
itself. 


Chekmary o v said half the 
to wers o f the Kremlin wall hav e 
been refurbished in the last few 
y ears and wo rk is scheduled o n 
the rest o f them. 


“ When we finish with them, 
he said, "we g uarantee they will 
stand fo r centuries.”

New Soviet Shipyard In Far East Linked To Pacific Fleet Expansion 
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By DREW MIDDLETON 
New Yo rk — The So v iet Unio n is repo rted to 
hav e recently co mpleted a fo urth nav al shipy ard in 
Far Eastern Siberia 


Acco rding to United States intellig ence analy sts 
and Japanese and Chinese so urces, this ex pansio n o f 
shipbuilding capacity is linked to the g ro wing activ ity 
o f the So v iet Pacific Fleet in East Asian waters. 


One effect o f this activ ity is to limit American 
nav al o peratio ns Gen. Geo rg e S. Bro wn, chairman 
o f the Jo int Chiefs o f Staff, said recently that while 
the American Pacific Fleet wo uld be able to ho ld 
o pen the o cean ro utes to Hawaii in the ev ent o f war, 
"because o f a sho rtag e o f warships, the fleet will no t 


be able to pro tect the sea lanes into the western 
Pacific.” 
Adm. James L. Ho llo way , chief o f nav al 
o peratio ns, has to ld a co ng ressio nal g ro up that, at 
present, American warships o perate in the Sea o f 
Japan at the “ to lerance" o f the So v iet Pacific Fleet. 
The co nsensus in intellig ence circles is that the 
Russians intend to fill the v acuum created by the 
American diseng ag ement fro m So utheast Asia by 
building up nav al streng th sufficient to co w China, 
threaten Japan’s v ital o v erseas lifelines and balance 
the American fleet in so me classes o f surface co m­ 
batants. 


The Russians also may be mo tiv ated by the an­ 
no uncement that the U.S. Tndent-class ballistic mis­ 
sile submarines, the larg est and mo st po werful 


armed submarine craft in histo ry , are ex pected to be 
deplo y ed in the Pacific late in this decade. 
“ That wo uld ex plain their ex pansio n o f co n­ 
structio n o f antisubmarine ships at the Siberian 
y ards," o ne so urce said. 


The newest shipy ard is at So v etskay a Gav an o n 
the Siberian mainland west o f Sakhalin Island.

Held Named No. 2 Man At FBI 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI Director 
Clarence M. Kelley on Tuesday appointed 
R ichard G. Held, a 35-year FBI veteran, as 
associate director, the second-highest posi­ 
tion in the bureau. 


Held replaced Nich olas P Callaghan, 
who was fired by Kelley last Friday in the 
course of an ongoing Justice Department 
investigation of financial improprieties and 
other misdeeds involving present and 
former bureau officials. 


Held, 66, has been the special agent in 
charge of the Chicago FBI office for the 
past three years. 
Since joining the FBI in 1941, Held has 
served only one stint at the Washington 
headquarters. He worked as a middle-level 
headquarters supervisor for eight years en­ 
ding in 1965. . 
By choosing Held for his second-in- 
command, Kelley departed from the 
bureau tradition of selecting the highest- 
ranking officials from among those with 


long years of service at headquarters. 
Kelley said Held “has served the FBI 
with great distinction.”. 


He noted that Held last year received the 
attorney general’s distinguished service 
award for outstanding performance of 
duties over a period of several years. 


“During his career,” Kelley added,” Mr. 
Held has participated in and directed 
numerous important and significant in­ 
vestigations.” He did not elaborate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Thirty-four present and former 
Food and Drug Administration 
employes testified Tuesday that 
the agency still fails to fully 
protect the public health, two 
years after the Senate launched 
an inquiry into charges that the 
FDA is biased toward industry 
They told two Senate subcom­ 
mittees of orders not to stop 
turkeys contaminated with a 
cancer-causing drug from 
entering domestic and foreign 
markets. 
The witnesses also mentioned 
documents mysteriously missing 
from drug investigation files, 
heavy pressure to approve new 
drugs before safety testing had 
been completed and unexplained 
delays in writing new warning 
labels on powerful medicines. 
“Thing» have not improved,” 
said Dr John 0 Nestor, an FDA 
medical officer who was among 
tbe original panel of 11 scientists 
who blew the whistle on the 
agency in subpoenaed Senate 
testimony in August 1974. 
“ I testified then that during 
the last tv» years I hadn t done 


24 months of work,” he said. 


Many of the employes said 
they have been dubbed 
* ‘conscientious objectors” and 
“ bell ringers ’ within the FDA 
for coming forward and that 
their professional careers have 
been jeopardized 
At least two of the original 11 
have left the FDA since their 
1974 testimony but three have 
been promoted. 


Philip Sheeler, an FDA con­ 
sumer safety officer, said he was 
twice ordered in 1975 not to in­ 
terfere with the marketing of 
turkeys contaminated with il­ 
legal residues of a cancer- 
causing drug, One lot of turkeys 
was consumed in the United 
States and separate shipments 
went to West Germany and 
Canada 
Sheeler, who works in the 
FDA's Bureau of Veterinary 
Medicine, said that when the 
first problem was detected in 
turkeys in North Carolina, the 
U.S. Agriculture Department 
embarg>ed the wrong birds and 
released the contaminated lot.

The 6-foot-6 Kingman suf- 


fered torn ligaments in the 
thumb in the third inning of a 
game Monday night against At- 
lanta when he dove for a fly ball 
in left field at Shea Stadium and 
jammed his thumb into the turf 
Surgery was performed im- 
mediately after the game, the 
thumb was put in a cast and 
Kingman placed on the 21-day 
disabled hk 


He took with him 32 towering 


home runs, 72 runs batted in and 
92 strikeouts, all of which have 
prompted such nicknames as 
King Kong, Sky 'and Dave the 
Wave 


The sudden curtailment of his 


finest season had to be a dis- 
appointment, enough so that he 
begged off immediate conversa- 
tion about the injury Only Sun- 
day he was saying 


"This is my first year of day- 


in, day-out playing, and that has 
been very rewarding to me,," 


Previously, the awkward- 


fielding outfielder first base- 
man was beingplatooned quite a 
bit by first San Francisco and 
then the Mets But this season he 
was in the process of showing 


everyone that he could make it 
every day against all kinds of 
pitching 


He hit homer No 32 in the 


Mets' 92nd game of the season 
on Sunday Ruth, who hit 60 
home runs m the 1927 season, 
did not hit No 32 until his 95th 
game Wilson, who holds the 
National League record of 56 
homers in one season, also 
waited until his 95th game to 
connect on No 32 Mans, who 
launched 61 homers in 1961, hit 
his 32nd m game No 78 


During a game Kingman does 


not want to think about home 
run records, and off the field he 
does not want to be reminded of 
them 


"I 
never idolized anyone 


when I was a kid," he said 
recently "I vaguely remember 
hearing about (Mickey) Mantle 
and Mans And now you're get- 
ting into a subject I don't want 
to talk about." 


While he has never threat- 


ened any records before, King- 
man has aiways been consid- 
ered a home run hitter since he 
came up with the Giants in 1971 
He hit 29 in 135 games in 1972 
and 24 m 112 games in 1973 But 
he never hit for the average — 
2%, 203 and 223 


With the Mets, he quickly be- 


came a favorite last season, 
smashing 36 homers in 134 
games with a career high 88 runs 
batted in, and a 231 averge 


He is only hitting 234 this 


year, but his 72 RBI are second 
only to George Foster's 74 in the 
major leagues, and his homers 
top both leagues

Star Of 'The Tenant' Not In Billing 


By BOB THOMAS 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - This could be a 


first for a major motion picture: the star of 
Paramount's new film "The Tenant" 
doesn't appear in the billing. 


It happens that the leading player is 


Roman Polanski. He is also director of the 
film and co-author, and that's why he left 
himself off the cast list: "I think having the 
name repeated too many times seems like 
self-indulgence. Acting is not a preoccupa- 
tion with me. I enjoy it, but it is not 
something I am compelled to do." 


The filmmaker, who now lives "between 


London and Paris," was here to help 
launch "The Tenant" and was pleased to 
learn that the picture had opened to big 
business in New York. 


"That's what matters to me: whether my 


films are popular," said Polanski. "I make 
them mainly for audiences. If the critics 
like them, too, that is also nice. But I don't 
read reviews. There is little I can learn 
from them, and I find that the critics are 
becoming more and more insulting. •-, 


"That is something hew and disturbing. 


Reviewers have become personal in their 
comments, and they seem more interested 
in puns, alliteration and jokes than hi infor- 
ming their readers about a film's merits." 


Obviously Polanski is a man of strong 


opinions. Screenwriter Robert Towne 
learned that when they clashed over the en- 


ding of "Chinatown." Towne's original 
script ended with the death of John 
Huston, the corrupt land baron who sired a 
child by bis daughter (Faye Dunaway). 


Polanski insisted on having Dunaway 


perish at the finale. Towne in interviews 
has complained about the director's In- 
sistence on the black irony. 


"Why 
did I change the ending?" 


Polanski replied. "Because his (Towne's) 
ending was lousy. It would have left people. 
with the feeling that a kind of phony justice 
had been fulfilled. The audience would 
have gone home satisfied, with nothing left 
to think about. That would have been im- 
moral. 


"The audience should be made to think 


and to feel for the victims of wrongdoing. 
Tragedy is always more important than, 
farce and has more consequence. To tack a 
little happy ending on a picture washes out 
all your doubts about life." , 


He added: "Bob Towne always-talks 


about what I did to his ending. Why doesn't 
he talk about the eight weeks I spent with 
him on the script? He got the Oscar. Why is 
there no credit for my contributions to the 
script?" 


Born "42 years ago in Paris, Polanski grew 


up in Poland where he started as a child ac- 
tor. He turned film director and won niter- 
national attention with "Knife in the 
Water" (Academy nomination, best foreign

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Atheist Russia Busily Refurbishing Architecture Of Churches 


MOSCOW (AP) - In tiny 


whitewashed rooms once used 
by monks, Soviet artisans 
painstakingly apply gold leaf to 
ornate crosses, hammer out in- 
tricate brasswork, retouch an- 
cient icons. 


The religious restoration is 


being done with the blessing of 
the anti-religious Soviet govern- 
ment, which has undertaken a 
busy new program to refurbish 
some examples of the nation's 
church architecture. 


Few of the restored churcnes 


are used for worship. Of the 657 
churches that existed in Moscow 
on the eve of the 1917 reolution, 
only 100 to 150 stand today, ac- 
cording to Soviet officials. 


Of these, only 46 still hold ser- 


vices, the Moscow Russian' 
Orthodox Patriarchy says. 


Others have found new incar- 


nations as clubs, factories, of- 
fices, aquariums and anti- • 
religious museums. 


For half a century, the 


graceful, delicately domed 
churches have been left for the 
most part to decay or have been 
torn down in bursts of atheistic 
enthusiasm. 


But in the last decade, the 


Soviets have appeared to feel 
less threatened by the nation's 
past and more protective of its 
monuments. 


A new draft law now under 


consideration would set up 
protected areas_around 
designated 
historical 


monuments, including many 
churches. 


A number of newly restored 


churches now stand among 
Moscow's rising glass-fronted 
hotels and office buildings, and 
some of the most impressive of 
them are within the walls of the 
Kremlin itself. 


"We see these as architectural 


monuments, not monuments to 
religion," said Alexander G. 
Khalturin, director of the Soviet 
Department of Fine Arts and 
Restoration. 


Speaking in an interview, he 


quoted a proclamation issued in 
1917 by the revolutionary vic- 
tors, urging their comrades not 
to tear down the churches and 
destroy religious art. 


"This is an art that talented 


people could create even under 
the yoke of despotism, which 
testifies to the beauty and 
strength of man's soul," the 
proclamation read. 


But such sentiments were 


largely ignored for decades, as 
some of the gems of church 
architecture were levelled 
during the Stalin and 
Khrushchev eras. 


Stalin considered tearing 


down St. Basil's Cathedral in 
Red Square, the Baroque 16th 
century cluster of onion-shaped 
cupolas that is Moscow's most 
familiar symbol. The church was 
to be sacrificed Jo ease the traf- 
fic flow through the big cobbled 
square. 


St. Basil's was saved by 


strenuous protests, including a 
suicide threat by an admiring 
architect. 


Not so fortunate was the 19th 


century Church of Christ the 
Savior, on the banks of the 
Moscow River near the Kremlin, 
which was described years ago 
as the most richly decorated 
church in the city. 


It was dynamited in the early 


1930s to make roomjor one of 
the bizarre 
gingerbread 


skyscrapers Stalin was fond of, 
but the subsoil was found to be 
too soft, and a municipal swim- 
ming pool now stands in its 
place. 
- 
. 


Today, the working churches 


are largely responsible for their, 
own restoration, and some of 
them in Moscow and other 
affluent areas have maintained 
themselves in sumptuous splen- 
dor through private donations. 
They are crammed with 
priceless icons in worked gold 
and silver frames. 


Others struggle against pover- 


ty, declining congregations and 
official neglect. 


The Novospassky Monastery, 


where the artisans toil in their 
little sunlit rooms, is the central 
workshop for state-supported 
restorations around the Soviet 
Union. 


The monastery is itself under 


repair, and its once quiet 
grounds overlooking the Moscow 
River have clattered to life with 


the sounds of bus saws and ce- 
ment mixers. 


Crumbling walls are being- 


shored up, demolished cupolas 
rebuilt with the aid of ancient 
blueprints, and one 15th century 
wooden tower has been com- 
pletely reconstructed. 


The director of the workshops, 


Alexander Chekmaryev, said toe 
monastery would eventually 
become a museum of church 
restoration. 


Its workshops include a small 


apothecary shop where original 
pigments are reproduced from 
herbs, berries, bark and roots, 
following the recipes of ancient 
books. 


There is a gold-leaf room, 


filled with large metal balls, 
crosses and sections of cupolas, 
where the gold is applied with 
squirrel-tail brushes and 
smoothed with wads of cotton. 


A metal-working room is hung 


like a crypt with wrought brass 
chains, crosses, icon-lamps and 
censors, and filled with the 
clanging of mallets. 


Churches are only part of the 


work of the Soviet restorers, 
who also toil on the old palaces, 
Soviet memorials like Lenin's 
birthplace, and the Kremlin 
itself. 


Chekmaryov said half the 


towers of the Kremlin wall have 
been refurbished in the Jast few 
years and work is scheduled on 
the rest of them. 


"When we finish with them," 


he said, "we guarantee they will 
stand for centuries."

New Soviet Shipyard In Far East Linked To Pacific Fleet Expansion 
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By DREW MTODLETON 


New York — The Soviet Union is reported to 


have recently completed a fourth naval shipyard in 
Far Eastern Siberia. 


According to United States intelligence analysts 


and Japanese and Chinese sources, this expansion of 
shipbuilding capacity is linked to the growing activity 
of the Soviet Pacific Fleet in East Asian waters. 


One effect of this activity is to limit American 


naval operations. Gen. George S. Brown, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said recently that while 
the American Pacific Fleet would be able to hold 
open the ocean routes to Hawaii in the event of war, 
"because of a shortage of warships, the fleet will not 


be able to protect the sea lanes into the western 
5 


Pacific." 


Adm. James L. Holloway, chief of naval 


operations, has told a congressional group that, at 
present, American warships operate in the Sea of 
Japan at the "tolerance" of the Soviet Pacific Fleet. 


The consensus in intelligence circles is that the 


Russians intend to £0*1 the vacuum .created by the 
American disengagement from Southeast Asia by 
building up naval strength sufficient to cow China, 
threaten Japan's vital overseas lifelines and balance 
the. American fleet in some classes of surface com- 
batants.

The Russians also may be motivated by the an- 


nouncement that the U.S. Trident-class ballistic mis- 
sile submarines, the largest and most powerful 


armed submarine craft in history, are expected to be 
deployed in the Pacific late in this decade 


"That would explain their expansion of con- 


struction of antisubmarine ships at the Siberian 
yards," one source said. 


The newest shipyard is at Sovetskaya Gavan on • 


the Siberian mainland west of Sakhalin Island. 
Another, the oldest, is at Vladivostok, headquarters 
of the Pacific fleet, and the two others are well in- 
land on the Amur River, at Komsomolsk and 
Khabarovsk. 


Soviet naval operations in tfce western Pacific 


since 1974 have concentrated on the areas south of 
Japan and in the Yellow Sea and East China Sea. 
Task forces drawn from the Pacific and Northern 
Fleets — the latter is based at Murmansk half a 


world away — have visited Indonesian New Guinean 
waters. 


Japanese and Chinese sources interpret these 


operations as an indication that the Russians are 
preparing to exploit any drastic political changes in 
East Asia from Japan to Indonesia. 


The Chinese are acutely aware of the deteriora- 


tion of their maritime freedom that would result, if 
Vietnam were to allow the Russians to use the 
former American installation at Cam Ranh Bay, 
about 460 miles south of the Chinese island of 
Hainan 


Japan, according to Pentagon and Japanese 


sources, is deeply concerned about the security of its 
ocean approaches in view of the expansion of Soviet 
naval power. Japan is almost entirely dependent on 


oil shipped from the Persian Gulf and Indonesia and 
also imports large quantities of iron ore. 


The emphasis in government and parliamentary 


circles, according to Japanese sources, is on in- 
creasing the navy's effectiveness in antisumbarine 
warfare and in acquiring more long-range recon- 
naissance aircraft and small antiship missile boats. 


Japanese and American experts believe that, at 


its present strength, the Japanese navy would be in- 
capable of protecting more than one quarter of the 
imports when the convoys were within 1,000 miles of 
the home islands: - 


Until the expansion of the Soviet Pacific Fleet, 


the Japanese relied on the American 7th Fleet for 
protection of the approaches to Japan. Now, in the 
wake of the statements by Brown and Holloway and 
Soviet reinforcement, this reliance is in doubt. 


Sowef Aircraft Carrier Kiev Moves Into Eastern Mediterranean 


Washington (UPD — The Soviet aircraft carrier 


Kiev, out of Russian waters for'the first time, moved 
south of Crete and into the eastern Mediterranean 
Tuesday, U.S. Navy analysts said. 


The analysts believe the Kiev's movements are a 


"significant development"' that represents an ad- 
ditional increase in attempts to project Soviet power 
throughout the world. 


The Kiev, the Soviet Union's only full-fledged 


aircraft carrier in operation, left the Black Sea 
through the Bosporus Straits about dawn Sunday. It 
is about 900 feet long, between 30,000 and 40,000 
tons, and roughly the same size as a U.S. aircraft 
carrier in World War IL 


It is accompanied by two cruisers and two 


destroyers. One intelligence analyst said it appeared 
the Kiev had some command and control ability. "It 


looks like they've got themselves a little carrier task 
force," he said. "This isn't any sea trial." 


Intelligence reports reaching Washington say the 


Kiev is equipped with 25 to 30 Yak36 short-takeoff 
and landing aircraft and about two dozen "Hor- 
mone" twin turboprop helicopters. The Yaks are 
similar to the British-built Harrier aircraft now being 
flown by the U.S. Marines. 


A U.S. ship is reported in the neighborhood of 


the Kiev, the same way the American carrier task 
forces are always shadowed by Russian vessels. 


"It's a significant development," said one Navy 


source, explaining that the Russians have not had a 
place to land and bike off airplanes in the Mediterra- 
nean since Egypt denied them landing rights last 
year. All they had then was land-based aircraft, easy 
to spot and track by radar. 


Intelligence experts say the Soviets have one 


other carrier at sea, one nearly built and a couple 


more in earlier construction stages. "This represents 
a national decision to take one more step," one 
expert said. "It has moved from a coastal power to a 


blue water navy, and now it is moving into a position 
where it can project power ashore. It represents a 
challenge for us, a decision we must make."

WASHINGTON (AR - FBI Director 


Clarence M. Kelley on Tuesday appointed 
Richard G. Held, a 35-year FBI veteran, as 
associate director, the second-highest posi- 
tion in the bureau. 


Held replaced Nicholas P. Callaghan, 


' who was fired by Kelley last Friday in the 
course of an ongoing Justice Department 
investigation of financial improprietio and 
other misdeeds involving present and 
former bureau officials. 


Held, 66, has been the special agent in 


charge of the Chicago FBI office for the 
past three years. 


Since joining the FBI in 1941, Held has 


served only one stint at the Washington 
headquarters. He worked as a middle-level 
headquarters supervisor for eight years en- 
ding in 1965. . 


By choosing Held for his second-in- 


command, Kelley departed from the 
bureau tradition of selecting the highest- 
ranking officials from among those with 


long years of service at headquarters. 


Kelley said Held "has served the FBI 


with great distinction." 


He noted that Held last year received the 


attorney general's distinguished service 
award for outstanding performance of 
duties over a period of several years. 


"During his career," Kelley added," Mr. 


Held has participated in and directed 
numerous important and significant in- 
vestigations." He did not elaborate.
